Tho Shanghai correspondent of tho Cen- 
tral News telegraphs as follows : " While 
Chinese transports woro landing troops at 
Yalu a Japanese fleet attacked the Chinese 
warships convoying the transports. A 
severo battle followed, Tho Chin Yuen and 
another Chirese warship woro sunk and the 
Chao Yung and Yung VYol went ashore. 
Tho Japaneso lost three vessels. It is re- 
porood that Admiral Ting and Col. Han- 
neoken and other foreignors were killed. 
Tho Chinese report that their loss at Ping 
Yang was G, COO men, 

Washington, Sopt. IS.— Mail advices to 
tho middle of August, recoived at tho Jap- 
anese legation, give muoh interesting in- 
formation about events in connection with 
the Oriental war. Patriotism is rampant, 
but tho Japaneso aro showing good sense 
and discretion in the matter of Chinese re- 
sidents in their country. Assaults on Chi- 
nese in Japan are less frequent and the bet- 
ter clasies of people have taken steps to pre- 
serve the lives and property of their Mon- 
golian neighbors who aro unfortunate enough 
to resido in the Mikado's realm. To this tho 
Japaneso government has given itssupport by 
issuing nn Imperial ordinance providing that 
Chinese muy continue to reBide in " thoBe 
places in Japan whore thoy have hitherto 
been permitted to reside, ond there to en- 
gage in alt peaceful and lawful occupations 
with duo protection of lifo and property and 
Bubjcot to the jurisdiction of the Japanese 
courts." Chineee residents are required to 
register their names, residences and occupa- 
tions, and are pormitted to ohango thoir 
place of abode only on application to tho 
Governor of the Prefecture where they re- 
side. 

A publia meeting hold in the Yokohama 
Chamber of Commerce to consider tho pre- 
sent position of Chinese in the employ of 
foreign residents was largely attended. It 
resulted in tho adoption of tho following 
resolution : " That this meeting is of the 
opinion that Chinese residents who elect to 
remain in Japan, are receiving from tho 
Japanese Government every assuranco and 
every proteotion that can possibly bo re- 
quired by international law." The mer- 
chants and bankers of Yokohama have ad- 
vised their employes to comply with the 
terms of tho Imperial ordinance and register 
themselves. The Japaneso editors also wel- 
comed the ordinance and take pains to advise 
their countrymen to treat the Chinese with 
kindness and generosity. 

Tho Chinese and Japanese fleets continuo 
to play tho game of hide and seek at the 
mouth ot the Gulf of Poohili. The ships of 
tho " middlo kingdom " conceal thomselves 
bo oflTectually that foreigners in tho open 
ports cannot even speculate as to thoir posi- 
tion. Tho Japanese can accomplish little 
more than to oluck tho transportation of 
Chinese troops to Korea, and in this thoy 
have been fairly successful. But it appears 
to bo doubted that China intonds to 
strongthon her forces in the peninsula fur- 
ther. .Most of tho bodies now in motion are 
said to bo making their way towards Tient- 
sin and Peking, tho defence to tho ap- 
proaches to tho capital being considered of 
tho tirst moment. Tho whole country be- 
tween tho capital and the gulf is in great 
ugitation. Correspondents from the interior 
write to the China Gazette that " intense 
terror porvades tho eutiro north of tho 
empire." 

A LIVELY PASSAGE. 

Steamer Umatilla on Her Way South the 
Scene of un Attempted Harder. 

San Francisco, Sept. 18. — The voyage of 
tho Umatilla from Viotoria to San Fran- 
cisco, which torminated to day, was a very 
lively ono. ^Vhon the stoamer waB a few 
miles out ono of tho passengers in room 14 
attempted to kill the othor, and but for tho 
timoly interference of chief oilicer Hall and 
somo few others there would havo been a 
murder. E K. Peck and Douglas Young 
both bought borths at Soattle for San Fran- 
cisco. Thoy wero given No. 14 Mrs. Fin- 
ney, a wtnow and a friend or relative 
of Young, was givon stateroom No. 12 
Tho party becamo friondly during tho run to 
Tacoma. At Victoria Bock went ashoro 
and took a numbor of drinks during his 
stroll. VVhon ho returnod to the ship ho 
waB not intoxioated, hut aotod in a Btrnngo 
manner. Ho wont to his room and lay 
down. Shortly afterwards, Young alBo ro- 
tired. When tho stoamer was olf Capo 
Flattery, Beck wont to his valise and bo- 
curod a Smith & Wesson revolver. As soon 
as Young saw thia ho jumped out of his 
borth and grapplod with Bock. Neither 
uttered a sound. Bock used every 
nflort to get the pistol against 
Young's body, and tho latter direoted 
all hia attention toward keeping tho doudly 
weapon awuy from him. During tho strug- 
gle, they foil up ugainst tho partition which 
sopurated stateBrooms 12 and 14, and Mrs 
Finney rushed on deck in her night clothes 
shrieking "murdoi!" Her cries brought 
Ollicor Hall on tho scone and ho called the 
watoh. Whon Mrs, Finney saw them com- 
ing Bho fainted and hud to be earriod 
to her room.

BEHRING SEA PATROL. 

Americans Dissatisfied With Its Results and 
Their Cost— Will Not Send So Manjl 
Vessels Next Season, 

PORT Townsend, Sept 18. — The early re- 
turn of the Behring Sea ilset is likely to be 
hailed with delight by every taxpayer, 
when he learns the enormous outlay 
it requires, while bouring no fruit. 
ThiB season's patrolling of the sea 
against pelagio sealing has cost the Govern- 
ment over §400,000, while not a single legal 
Beizure has been made. Tho only vessels 
captured were the sealers \Yanderer and 
Favorite, both of which havo sinoe been 
discharged. At the same time every 
voesel returning has had her hold full of 
skins. The American fleet has been doing 
all the work this season, Great Britain hav- 
ing but one vessel in the sea, while the U. 
S. had nine. If a private letter from Wash- 
ington bo correct, Scoretary Herbert hos 
expressed his determination next season to 
send only the same number of revenue cut- 
tors as Groat Britain, whose officers, more- 
over, it ib claimed, put in their time fishing 
and hunting, leaving the patrol work to be 
done by the Americms. 



DEATH BY DROWNING. 



John B. Carmichael Supposed to Have 
Lost His Life OIF Macaulay 
Point. 



His Half Submerged Canoe Recovered, 
But No Trace of the Body 
Obtained. 



That John B. Carmichael is dead now ap- 
pears almost beyond question. Yeaterday 
morning some Indians found his canoe 
drifting filled with water in the kelp near 
Macaulay Point, and reported at onco to the 
provincial police Tho immediato oiroum- 
stancea attending tho unfortunate accident 
will probably novor bo known. It would 
appear that tho young man was in tho habit 
of getting up early in the morning and 
paddling out for an hour's fishing in his 
canoe. On Monday morning Mr. Carmichael 
loft the house telling the peoplo not to wait 
breakfast for him. When he failod to ro- 
turn during tho day and night following no 
especial uneasiness was folt by his relations, 
as he had been in the habit of making littlo 
tripB of two or three days In his canoo. 

So far as has boon reported, Mr. George 
Langley, tho druggist, wua tho last man to 
sco Mr, Carmiohaol alivo. He was also out 
trolling on Monday forenoon and tho two 
mot about a mile southwest of tho San 
Pedro. Carmiohaol had not takon any fish 
and whon shown ono taken oil' Macaulay 
point oxpressed a determination to try his 
luok in that quarter. This was about 
o'clock and it was raining hard at tho time. 
Mr. Langley wont in and when ho reaohed 
the outer wharf ho saw Carmichael making 
down toward Albert Head. Mr. Langloy is 
of tho opinion that tho canoe got caught in a 
tide rip or was overturned in an attempt to 
land a salmon. 

John A. Cirmichael was a very well 
known nativo born Victorian. Ho was tho 
ownor of a cigar stand opposite the post 
office, bub was ospocially known as a fancier 
and breeder of fine poultry and dogs and a 
writer for poultry and pot stock publica- 
tions. Ho had a konuel of collies not sur- 
pasHed in tho provicco. His fathor, who is 
dead, was for some timo manager for tho Do- 
minion and C. P. K. telegraphs. Sovoral 
brothers and sisters are living in tho city. 

Search parties wero organized yesterday 
by Sergeant Langloy and C. S. Baxtor, of 
tho C. P. N. company, who charterod tho 
Gorge and soarchod tho coast to 
Albort Head, bull up to tho even- 
ing no report hod boon received. There aro 
those who hold to tho possibility of tho 
oanoo drifting away from a camp down tho 
coaBt, but such does not appear probablo. 

Tho Knights of Pythias, of which ordor 
Mr. Carmichael was a member, havo organ- 
ized a search party which will leavo at 10 
o'clock this morning. A steam launch and 
a naphtha launoh havo boon chartered and 
will go out fully manned while several smal- 
ler expedition!! will bo mode up to search 
along tho Bhore lino.

Vancouver, Sept. 18.— (Special)— There 
is still the greatest mystery in connection 
with the Henry Higgins throat-cutting 
affair. It appears that Mr. HigginB' com- 
panion, Summerville, woke Higgins up and 
told him that hia throat was out. Summer- 
ville has been arrested, but he is believed to 
be innocent, on account of his sober, steady 
habits. HigginB had been drinking heavily. 

A verdict of murder was returned by the 
coroner's jury in the case of Fi Mau, the 
Chinaman murdered on the WeBtminBter 
road while returning homo on Saturday 
night from Belling garden produce in Van- 
couver. It is said there is a slight clue to 
tho murderers. As Mrs. Rubb' residence, 
South Vancouver, was robbed of a quantity 
of provisions on Sunday afternoon, it is 
thought that the murdorors hid in the buBh 
all night ond being overcome by hunger com- 
mitted this robbery. 

Thero would seem to have been a gang of 
highwaymen at work in the Buburba of the 
city on the night of the murder of the 
Chinaman. A man named Benjamin Burke 
was hold up on the North Arm road by two 
men who threatened him with death if he 
resisted. They got §2 80. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Shot In an Indian Quarrel— Fixing the Grain 
Standards for the Year.

Coldstream Canyon will this fall have 
quite a fow men at work. Kolden and Nor- 
loana are putting in a wing-dan.. Jamea 
MoFarlane ia working hie leaao. Eli Car- 
pentsr and Frmk Hart are about putt ng in 
a wing-dam below tho second falls, while 
Cbarlea Molaen, John Bell and othors h»vo 
ground staked, which they are going up to 
devolop. 

Jvhn Boyd, Thos. liiin and othera have 
taken up pre-omptiona on Four-mile fiat, 
thiB aido of Downio croek. Tho land is ex- 
cellent, aome thouaand odd acres being pro- 
mpted. There are several Hats and valloya 
good fjr agricultural purposes. 

The Sol Ho'den mine on tho Columbia, 
near Smith creek, ; good sized hydraulic 
proposition, has been steadily developed 
during the summer by its ownero. They 
aro just cleaning up the bed-rock aftor tho 
season's aluicing. Tho roaulta are reported 
as good. Rumor saya that negotiations are 
on with Eiatorn men for the sale of the 
mine. 

Andrew \\ nalen and William Kirkup 
have turned up with a fine hydraulio mino 
on the summit of McCulloch Creek. They 
brought water on a bench at tho forks by a 
half-mile or ao of a ditch and flume from the 
weBt fork, and ground-sluiced probably 100 
yard;, of pay dirt. They cleaned up from 
their operations Bcmo 20 ounces of heavy, 
coarse gold. A couple of conservative min- 
ers, without any unnecessary fuas, have 
gone ahead and turned out a tino little mine. 

The Consolation Mining Co., on French 
croek, have just started in to again work 
the mine. It has taken thorn the whole of 
July and Auguat to replace tho mine build- 
ings, hoisting works and flume which were 
swept away by the floods, with the reault 
that to-day there ia probably not a better 
opened up mino of ita class in the country. 
Fully $4,000 has been expended and every- 
thing is in first-class shape. The mine 
speaks for itself, having produced $10,000 in 
the ten months preceding the wrecking of 
the workings. 

MIDWAY. 

(From tho Advance.) 
The New Camp, the first locations in 
which were made last July, lies on Lind 
creek, about six and a half milea north of 
Midway up Boundary croek, and two and a 
half milea above tho falls. It is alao known 
as Symonda' or as Lind's camp. Owing to 
tho recent date of tho strikes comparatively 
little development has been done in it, but 
aufficient work has been done to Bhow up 
some valuablo ore bodies. Among tho 
claims which may be mentioned are the 
Lead King, the High Kiaker, tho Coming 
Man, the Jim Crow, the Big Duluth, the 
Roward, tho Helen, the Capital Prize, a 
continuation of the Holen lead, and the 
Myetio. 

The Le Roi mine in Trail Croek has a ton- 
drill air compressor now on the way from 
East which coat $4,500. Thirty men are 
employed continuously and the oro ia being 
taken out as rapidly aa the teams can haul 
to tho landing. 

Messrs. Dcnzlor, Schofield and Uibba aro 
making preparations in tho Greenwood camp 
to carry on active development work on 
their claim, the Stemwiuder. 

THE ROOMMATE SUSPECTED. 

Vancouver's Mysterious Throat-Cutting Case 
Develops New Features. 

Vancouver, Sept. 18 — (Special)— Sum- 
merville, the roommate of Henry Higgins, 
was tried to-day on a charge of cutting Hig- 
gin'a throat. Ho seems to feol his position 
very keenly. He waa hired to do boiiio 
work by Higgina, and to show that Higgins 
thought him innocent ho paid him his 
wages, and talked in a friendly fashion to 
him when his throat was stitched up. Tho 
doctor said tho gaah was from under one 
oar to tho chin, and testified that Higgins 
would havo cortainly bled to doath if tho 
hair of bis beard had not matted with blood 
and clogged up tho pores. 

Tho affair is still surrounded with tho 
greatest myatery. Summervillo ia out on 
bail, though everyono believes him iunocont. 
Whon ho appeared with hie bondsmen thia 
evening, Poliao Magistrate Jordan decided 
to dismiss tho uaso, bo that Summorvillo 
waa sent away a freo man. 



HON. MR. LADRIER AT KAMLOOPS- 

lie. Addresses n Public Meeting on the Lines of 
Ills Coast Addresses. 

KAMLOOPS, Sept. 18.— (Special.)— Hon. 
Mr. Laurier and party addressed a large 
meeting hero last night. Mr. Laurier spent 
Sunday in Kamloopa, and attended church ; 
but boiiio others of tho party only arrived 
last evening by a delayed train— in conao- 
queooe tho meetii g waa very lato Btaniog. 

Rev. Mr. Leo, ot tho Presbyterian church, 
acted us chairman, and Mr. Hyman wus 
tho first speakor. Ho discussed tlio similar- 
ity of conditions with regard to givernroent 
hero and in the United StatcB, declaring that 
oach government was in the powor of mon- 
opolies. 

At tho close of his remarks tho chuirmun 
read an addrosa to Mr. Laurier welcoming 
him to Kamloops, to which tho Liberal 
leader ropliod, thanking those present lor 
tho aentitnenta oxpressod. Ho aaid that ho 
came on a waning; tour. Ho blamed British 
ColumbiunB for looking too much to tho per- 
aonal characteristics of candidates for parlia- 
ment rather than to tho political principles 
thoy championed. He declared his princi- 
ple to bo freedom of trade ua in Eugland. 
Ho did not hope to have free trado immedi- 
ately, but it was hia party's goal. Ho com- 
plained of infant industries not growing ; 
that British Columbia not boing a manufac- 
turing country the peoplo horo woro taxed 
to support tho manufacturers of Eastern 
Canada. He hud looked in vain for factory 
chimneys in British Columbia, Tho Cana- 
dian government favored freo trade because 
it waa demanded by tho peoplo. A com- 
mission was appointed, but its good inten- 
tions were overmastered by monopolists. 
Tho Liberals could lesson the expenditure 
$200,000 by abolishing the FranchiBO Act. 
Woman autfrago waB not needed in Quebec, 
bocauso women rule tboro anyway — ho did 
not know whether or not British Columbia 
was so gallant. Mr. Laurier concluded by 
saying that ho came as a Canadian speaking 
to Canadians in tho interest of thoir common 
country. 

Mr. Gibbs and Mr. Sutherland also spoko. 
Aftor tho mooting Mr. Liurier hold an in- 
formal reception.

ELOPERS INTERCEPTED. 

Mr. Ward Overtakes His Truant Wife in 
Seattle and Gives Her Companion 
ii Thrashing, 

H. E Ward, the Nanaimo hotel man 
whoso vivacious wife eloped laBt week with 
a young miner named Merritt, not forget- 
ting to take with her the contenta of Mr. 
Ward'a cash box and numerous articles of 
expensive jewelry belonging to him, over- 
took the fleeing pair at Seattle, Sunday, and 
after giving the younger man a thrashing 
he will long remember, landed him in jail 
and walked off in triumph with tho recovered 
pirtner of his joys and sorrows. From tho 
P.I."the following account of the mooting ia 
clipped : 

" Ward is a large man, fully six feot tall, 
and will weigh quite 200 pounds. Ho is 5G 
years old, and hia hair is iron gray, except 
on the back of his head, where thore is no 
hair. Mrs. Ward is 29 years old but looks 
younger. Merritt ia a young man, natur- 
ally good looking, but eince his encounter 
with Mr. Ward he has loat much of hia 
beauty. Mr. Ward BayB that Mrs. Ward 
drlnka once in a while, and that Mr. Mer- 
ritt took advantage of this weakness to play 
upon her feelinga aud got her to run away 
with him. Mrs. Ward said it was her own 
fault and Merritt kept his mouth closed. 
They skipped out, but did not get many 
miles from home before the husband was 
after them. Ho chased them to Vancouver, 
but they eluded him and came to thia city, 
arriving a few days ago. 

"Mr. Ward came right along and yeater 
day noon aaw the couple on Pikeatreet. Ho 
followed them to 113 Weat Pike atreot and 
then went after a policeman. Nick Hauna 
was the one he asked to arreat tho olopers, 
but Hanna told him he muat get a warrant. 
Ward started toward tho placo where his 
wife was housed. Hanna yelled aftor him 
that if ho causod trouble tho whole crowd 
would be arrested. 

"'That is exactly what I want,' aaid 
Ward, and he went like a shot into tho 
house. Hia wife ran into a aide room and 
Merritt weot into the kitchen, whero Ward 
found him. W ard knocked hia rival down 
behind the stove and wus knocking the lifo 
out of him when Hanna rushed in and 
tried to atop tho row. Ward would not 
let up until he got a tap on the buck of 
his head with a club. In the row tho atove 
door was knocked off and a kettlo of hot 
wator camo near being tipped over on the 
fighters. Mrs. Ward bathod Morritt'a 
wounds and informed her husband that 
aho waa to blame for tho elopement. Tho 
men wore locked up for fighting, but lutor 
Ward put up bail and took hia wifo, who 
had followed them to the police atation, 
away, and thuB endeth tho first chaptor." 

Tho Seattle authorities incline to tho opin- 
ion that Ward'a actinna woro abundantly 
justified, but Judge Glasgow dotormined to 
tako tho case under advisomont and remand- 
ed it until to-day, Ward ia out on Mb own 
bail, and Merritt ia in jail. Ward ia not 
anxioua to prosecute him, if ho will promiae 
to behave himself in futuro.

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THE CHINESE DEFEAT, 

Details as to the Results -Li Hung: 
Chang's Position a Criti- 
cal One. 

Jaimueso Spies Dealt With— Opinions 
of the Eufflish Press on 
the Fight 



Londos, Sept. 18 —A Ping Yang dia- 
patoh sayB un immenaa quantity of rifles and 
atoreB nro stacked iu tho public squares. 
Tho Chinese prisoners aro fairly well treat- 
ed. They will bo sent to Japan in batches 
of 1,000 eaoh. 

An official of the Japanese legation here 
has received the following cablo dispatch : 
Our army Burroundtd Piog Yang on the 
15th inBt., and after Bevero 6ghting they 
g lined a great victory and captured tho 
city. A number of the enemy were killed, 
wounded and taken priaoners. Tho Japan- 
eso lost olovon officers, and 2(50 Boldiers wore 
killed and woundod. 

The British miais'.er at Tokio cablos the 
foreign office announcing the victory of the 
Japanese. 

A Times Shanghai dispatch snys. in the 
recent battle at Ping Yang 14,000 Chinese 
prisoners were taken. Chemulpo advices 
state that 50,000 C:iineso are between Ping 
Yang and Yalu. 

The Slianghui correspondent of the Pall 
M'ill Gazette atates that tho Japanese in the 
attack on Ping Yung were enabled by the 
brilliant moonlight during tho night, 
throughout which tho battle lasted, to do 
great execution with their field guns. The 
Ping Yang garrison numbered twenty thou- 
sand. Tho Japaneso are advancing on 
Monk Dan. The correspondent adds »nat it 
is reported that Li Hung Chang has been 
deposed. Another Shanghai diapatch Btatos 
that Chang has been deprived of his throe 
eyed peacock feather, because of his mis 
management of tho Corean campaign. 

A Central News Ping Yang dispatch dated 
yesterday aoya that fourteen thousand pri 
Honors marched through that placo yester 
day. Othors are arriving hourly, to be 
shipped to Japan. Tho report that there 
are fifty thousand Chinese betweon Ping 
Yang and Valu river is discredited. Tho 
force around Ping Yang was the flower of 
the army and really tho only effective force 
ot Chinamen. Tho levies now being made 
have no idea of modern warfare 

The secrotary of the Chinese, legation says 
with reference to the reported suicide of Li 
Hung Chang that ho received a messago 
from Chang, dated Tientsin, to-day, in 
which ho expressed fears ihat the Chinese 
would have great difficulty in returning 
Ping Yang. 

A diBpatch from Shanghai says news has 
rc ached Tientsin that a ileet of twenty-one 
Japanese transporta, conveying 10,000 
troopB, Bailed a few days ago from a Japan- 
ese port. It is supposed it is the intention 
of the Japaneso commander to lacd his 
forces at some point on the Chineso coast. 
The Chinese fleet, under the command of 
Admiral Ting, has sailed forth for tho pur- 
pose of intercepting the Japanese. (JrdurB 
have been sent to all Chinose porta to main- 
tain a moat careful watch for the appearance 
of the enemy. 

A later Shanghai dispatch saya advices 
have reached here from Nagasaki, Bhowing 
that a number of Japanese ships, convoyed 
by men-of-war have left Hcroshimo, Island 
of Hondo, bound for Chemulpo, Korea. 
These probably aro the vessels mentioned as 
being bound with Japaneso forces for China. 
Doubtloss exaggerated newa of the vesaelB 
waB received in Tientsin, and it waa taken 
for granted the destination of the army was 
China, and its object the capture of somo 
port which could be used as the baBe of 
operations for future movements. 

A diapatch to the Standard from Berlin 
says Prince Yzong, head of the foreign 
office at Peking, has induced tho Emperor 
to issue a decree ordering that henceforth 
no Chinese viceroy shall meddlo in foreign 
alliirs. The viceroys have been informed 
that tho foreign policy will bo conducted in 
tho future exclusively by tho foroign office. 
This, it is added, is unpleasant for Li Hung 
Chang. The viceroys of Nankin, Manchuria 
and Cashgar have all interfered more or leea 
in Buch matters. The diBpatch further Bays 
that tho Emperor has received many letters 
from Korean noblemen and gfnerals, asbur- 
ing him of their undiminished fidelity, de- 
spite the Korean King's declaration of in- 
dependence. 

Tho Telegraph says ; " The Mongolian 
Colossus has feot of clay wbic \ are crumbl- 
ing. If tho powers, especially England, 
were to intervene promptly with friendly 
counsel, tho conflict might bo ended." 

Tho Times says : " Tho Japanese ariry has 
unquestionably justified tho opinion formed 
by all who had the opportunity of seeing its 
training and estimating the capacity of its 
efforts. Tho Japanese nation has received 
a triumphant reward for its ambition iu a 
new "and powerful impetus. Henceforth 
Japan must be reckoned with as a living 
force in tho oust, and Englishmen, at least, 
should bo able to view without juulnuny or 
misgiving the uprising of theso island peo 
pie, whose iceires's are large'y the'r own 
and with whom they may before long bo in 
closer contact. It is too soon to forecast tho 
results of the foremost important battle be- 
tween Asiatic powers that haa been fought 
within this century, but it may bo safely 
predicted that the Russian attitude of placid 
expectancy will bo exchanged for that of 
anxiuty and perhaps ostentatious naval 
activity. In China international trouble 
may bo expected. J ipan now OOOUpies a 
now and unique position among the Asiatic 
peoples. The great question is whether after 
their great triumph tho .Japaneso will keep 
a cool head. Whatever tho issue it is cer- 
tain that Sunday's battle was a groat event 
involving a ohiiuyo in tho balance of power 
in tho East and entailing new developments 
and fresh departures, tho effects of which 
will bo felt far bsyond the contiucs of China 
and Japan." 

Tho Chroniclo aayn : The Japaneso »rmy 
did its work bravely and brilliuntly, but 
their navy will now havoatoutffi tuBk. If 
they can defeat tho Chinese Pel Yang equad- 
ran tho Japaneso forces will certainly laud in 
China and reduce Port Arthur, Wei Hai 
Wei from the laud aido and possibly attempt 
to soiz) Canton and advance upon Poking. 
When that happons tho end will not bo far 
off" 

Tho Standard saya : The Japanese have 
every reason to bo proud of tho excollenco cf 
their military arrangements, but it is not Bafo 
to assumo that tho victory of tho Japaneso 
will incline tho Chinose to sue for poaco. 
Pjfeat in tho paBt has only nerved the 
Chinese to more strenuous efforts, It is 
much moro probable that the Ping Yang 
fight will huvo tho effect to embitter and 
prolong tho strugglo than that it) will ro- 
Biilt in China's voluntary solf-olTacoment in 
Koroa. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. IS. — An olaborato sys- 
tem of ospionage bus boon maintained for 
many yours in tho Poking provinces by tho 
Japaneso government. Sluco tho outbreak

als. The Chinese authorities uro now deal- 
ing w ith tpies Buminarily, whether tbey are 
Japanese or natives, The telegraph linos 
from I'iog Yai g havo been interrupted since 
the 13 ih inst. t J iug Yang is in Northeastern 
Koroa, north of tho Tatung river. Tho 
Japanese blockudo of tho Koroan coast ia 
thorough and all the passes from Manchuria 
aro or will soon be held by the Japaneso. 

San Francisco, Sept. 18 —Advices to 
September 2 at Yokohama, received by 
stoamer Oceanic, atato that the revised 
treaty botweon Japan and England was 
ratified at Toko AuguBt 25. Tho | Japanese 
Herald of the 1st inst. said : " Great nowa 
in Japan haB been the announcement of the 
liritish treaty with Japan. It has been re- 
ceived with feolinga of indignation and as- 
tonishment at tho lack of knowlodgo shown 
by tho English negotiators and tho shameful 
Buerifico of British interests. Even the Jap- 
anese newspapers congratulate themselves 
on Groat Britain having given up every- 
thing without any quid pro quo. Mean- 
whilo one rodeeming point ia that it does 
not come in forco for eovoral yoars at tho 
earliest, which will givo tho opportunity to 
many to clear out of tho country." 

The report ia circulated that Li Hung 
Chang, though 71 yoara old, will be ordered 
to take personal command of tho armies on 
tho continent. Notwithstanding the dis- 
satisfaction of the court with tho results of 
his management up to this time, tho humil- 
iation in fl'cted upon him has gone no further 
than the withdrawal or suspension of one of 
his decorations and tho uppointmont of two 
high officials to watch his proceedings. But 
if the navy or army should meet with seri- 
ous disasters, his position will bo extremely 
dangerous. Failure that cannot be kept 
from exposure is tho one unpardonable 
crimo in Chineso statesmanship. Tho vice- 
roy is universally condemned in government 
circles for too lightly believing Yuan Sio 
Kais misrepresentations and causing tho 
war. As he is now much too old 
to porform satisfactorily his duties 
in diplomatic and Btragetic affairs, 
tho Peking government has sinco June or 
July set two high officials, Ung Tung Ho 
and Li Hung Tsaou as censors over him. 
These men at first only watched his actions; 
but now besides ferreting out his former 
failures, they show a disposition to inter- 
foro in all his movements. Ung Tung Ho 
has long been known as thu viceroy's enemy. 
When, at Li Hung Chang's instance, tho 
Tien Tsin-Tung Chow railway construction 
was ordered by tho emperor, it was at onco 
annulled through Ung's opposition. From 
this may bo inferred the groat influence ex- 
ercised by him and his hostility against tho 
viceroy. That the Peking government, 
knowing tho animosity betwoen the two, 
should yet appoint Ung tho other's cecBor 
augurs ill for Li Hung Chang. Tho latter 
is said to be totally different from his former 
self. His most trusted lieutenants fear for 
his future. 

Chang Che Won, the minister of war, ar- 
rived on August 18 at Tien Tain aa military 
inspector and immediately called on Li 
Hung Chang. Chang Che Wan is Chang 
Cho Tcng'B elder brother, and is a member 
of tho commiasion for tho impeachment of 
the viceroy. It is not known what hie ac- 
tual duties aro as military inspector, bu" it 
is believed he will examine tho strategic 
measures hitherto taken by Li Hung Chang 
and hia officers, as the first Btcp towurds im- 
peachment. If the Peking novernment be- 
comes hoatile to Li HuDg Chang hia- placo 
will, it ia roported, be taken by this Chang 
Cho Wan. 

Li Hung Chang haB ropoatedly callod upon 
Liu Ming Chung, governor of Formosa, to 
take charge of the Chineso troops in Korea 
but ho had declined tho honor. Liu Yung 
Fu had also declined. Tho viceroy, not 
having any competent perBon to command 
the forces, then decided not to have a com- 
mander-in-chief of tho forceB. Ho dividod 
the troops into threo divisions, eaoh of 
which had a commander of its own, and 
theso commanders are to consult each other 
in the movements of their respective bodieB. 
From this want of order and concerted ao- 
tion in the army may be inferred. 

Toronto, Sept. Is. — (Special) — A lottor 
received at tho Presbyterian Mission oflice 
from Rev. Mr. Gould, missionary to For- 
mosa oays the people there arc excited over 
tho war in the West. They remember tho 
aeigo by the French and fear a repetition of 
aome of tho outragos. Roughs have alroady 
begun plundering and insulting Christiana. 

The C. P. R. telegraph clli:o here was no- 
tified yesterday from London : " The Great 
Northern informs ua that tho Siberian land 
lines aro interrupted. Messages for China 
aro not accepted and messages for Japan aro 
only taken at tho sender's risk."

A LITTLE UNREASONABLE. 

Our evening eontomporary seem3 very 
much annoyed because we do cot join with 
it in singing tho praises of Mr. Laurler. It 
is net content that we should enjoy our own 
opinion of that gentleman's political utter- 
ances in peace. It is so unreasonable as to 
got cross when it sees that we do not agree 
with it and allows itself to say uncivil 
things. 

Tho Times must not expect all its con 
temporaries to see tho Loader of tho Oppo- 
sition in the sumo light that it does. It will 
havo to be more tolorant and moro philoao 
phicil, for it will find very many who have 
formed substantially the same opinion 
of Mr. Laurier's political addresses 
that we have. Just see what the 
the Regina Leader has had tho presumption 
to say about Mr. Liurier's pot phrases. 
Commenting upon the passage in which Mr. 
Laurier declares that " His polioy in one 
word was freedom— froodom of speech, free- 
dom of action, and freedom of trade," the 
Leador says : 

" We did not know that we were gagged, 
and not only gagged but manacled, and we 
do not realize it yet. If Mr. Laurier's atti- 
tude 1b true we are waiting for his advent to 
power to be able to express our thoughts in 
our own language and to move and act as 
free men ! As to freedom of trade— it is all 
in tho future with Mr. Laurior. He does 
not tell us how wo are to raise a 
rovenue without customs duties, and 
he did not explain why from 1873 
to 1S78 when tho Northwest had 
virtually no txitteuco and entailed no groat 
cost of administration, tho Liberal party 
was unablo and unwilling to givo tho coun- 
try free trado ; nor did ho explaiu how 
Laurior, tho friend of " honest government," 
was also tho friend of Mercior, nor yot how 
it camo about that \\o wrote and spoko in 
favour of protection when a membor of tho 
local house and also when a private mem- 
ber of tho Dominion l'arliameut and was 
silent on tho subject when ho bocamo Min- 
ister. If he became Primo Minister would 
ho bo equally Bilcnt on his buncombe plank 
of cloud and vapor — froo trade V 

Tho audacious Leador says much moro in 
tho same strain. Is there no Times in tho 
NnrthweBt to tako its editor to task and to 
call him a " fool " for not seeing that ovory- 
thing that Mr. Laurior said on the trado 
question was as clear as tho sun at noonday. 



A SCAPEdOAT. 



Wo do not think that tho City Council 
havo any reason to bo proud of what thoy did 
yesterday. They dismissed an old Borvant 
without giving him an opportunity to say a 
word in his own dofonce, and thoy appoint- 
ed his successor in a way not a whit moro 
reasonable than if thoy had drawn lota or 
tossed a coin. Tho simplo truth of tho mat- 
tor is that the Council made a scapegoat of 
poor Kads, who was not in any way respou- 
siblo for tho condition into which tho water 
supply had fallen, Tho causo of tho deteri- 
oration of the water of Elk Lako was the 
blundering and tno moddling of suaceBBivo 
City Counoils. Some of tho mcmbors of 
thoBo Counoils, like aomo of tho members of 
tho prosent council, placed a low 
estlmnto on professional knowledge 
and professional skill. Thoy believed that 



they knew how to reguiato the water 
supply better than the city's professional 
advisors, and now the citizens muBt pay the 
penalty of their ignorant aelf-suffioienoy. 
To visit the sina of those aldermon on tho 
head of tho unfortunate caretaker was as 
moan and as hoartloss an act as could bo por 
potratoof. Eada wus a subordinate and 
could only do as he was told. Wo havo not 
heard of any inquiry being made into his 
conduct. He haa never boon accuatd aB far 
as tho publiu has heard of disobeying orders. 
Ho may, for aught tho oitizana know, havo 
boon a faithful and painstaking i ffioial. He 
morely bocauao the city council have permit- 
tod tho waterworks to fall into u disgraceful 
condition, is diamiesod without a word of 
warning. 

And who is hiB successor '>. What en 
quirieB havo boon made into his capabilities ? 
Tho City Council, because they do not pos- 
sess tho moral courage to make an appint 
ment openly, take a list of moro than a 
hundred names, and ballot for tho man that 
is to receive the office. It will bo tho next 
thing to a tniraalo if the successful applicant 
turn out an efficient caretaker. Thoro is not 
a business firm in tho city that would chooso 
a portor in this absurd fashion. It, as it is 
fair to concludo from the dismissal of Kads, 
tho condition of tho water supply depends 
upon tho way in which tho caretaker does 
his duty, then tho appointment of one with 
out careful etquiry and proper examination 
ia an iuoxcuaablo neglect of duty on the part 
of tho City Council. 

CHINESE PREJUDICE. 

Tho plaguo in Hongkong put to tho teat 
tho faith of tho Chinese in tho goodwill and 
the modical skill of tho Kritiah. When the 
disoaso attacked the 'Chinese, which it was 
sure to do, living as they did in filth on- 
uttorablo, they immediately attributed tho 
visitation to tho magic of tho KugliBh "whito 
dovils." Though they had lived undor 
British protection fifty yoars and were a 
thousand times more justly and humanely 
treated by the civic aufhorities than 
they had been by their native rulers, thoy 
immediately forgot all tho benefits they hud 
received and curBed tho English as bitteriy 
as their language allowed. Thoy also did 
their boat, aotively and passively, to re 
sist all attempts to put the city 
in a good sanitary condition. They could 
not be convinced that tho city authorities 
had thoir welfare in view in whit thoy wero 
doing. There was no use in trying to re 
mind them of how well they had been used 
by the English, and how much bottor their 
condition was than that of their countrymen 
under Chinese rule. Thoir Btate of mind, 
and tho way in which they regarded thoir 
English fellow-cillzans, is graphically do 
scribed by Sydney 13. J. Skortchly in t 
letter to the London Times. He says : 

In spite of all this they hato us and fear 
us. Thoy acknowledge our skill as meohan 
ics, they see our medical men and women 
daily minister to thoir wants unselfishly 
but they dread the doctor more than tho 
plague. They are firmly convinced that wo 
destroy pregnant women, and out out child 
ren'seyes to make our medicines, and they 
aro taught this by their so c illed educated 
classes. Tho Chinese mind is steeped in 
the most soul-destroying Buporatition. Tho 
dread feng shut, the spirits of their ancoB 
tore, tno myriads of demons that throng the 
air. are to them active principles, and an vir 
ulent as they aro activo. They know every 
European can oast spells over them, 
can with an outward show of 
benefit, destroy their health, and 
they are sure we have deliberately 
caused this plague, for they boo it paSBes the 
European by and slays the Chinaman. No 
African savage is moro ground down by 
fetish than is the Chinaman by his supersti- 
tions. The way wo designed this plague is 
to the Chinaman proof vi our diabolio pow- 
ers ; we made a tramway up to the peak ! 
This interfered with tho feng shut by Btop- 
ping tho flow of benign influences from tho 
south and causing the evil influences to 
stagnate in tho island. Is not this proof 
positive? Wero not the Chinese warned of 
the coming evil ? Was not the sun eclipsed ? 
Did not the bamboo flower thia year ? Ia it 
not an established fact that all Englishmen 
can see the hidden treasures in the earth 1 
Not ono in a thousand has any doubts on 
these subjects, 

It was certainly hard to do anything for 
people in this state of mind, and who re- 
garded those who desired to serve thorn in 
this light. So stupid and so pig headod 
woro the Chineso citizens of Hongkong that 
tho coolies refusod to assist tho authorities 
in cleansing and in disinfecting tho quartor 
of tho city in whiah tho disoaso was raging. 
There were moro than a hundrod doaths a 
day, and if somothing wore not done to ro- 
movo and • destroy tho fever ■ breeding 
materials tho droadful disoaso would com- 
mit frightful ravages, not on the Chinese 
inhabitants alone, but on the British and 
other Europeans. In their extremity, tho 
civic authorities applied to tho garrioon, and 
tho soldiers nobly answorod to tho appeal. 
Thethreo hundrod mon required immediately 
volunteered to face this most terrible form 
of danger. They wont to work with a will, 
pulled down and burnod many "ohaoka" and 
Ihoao that woro too filthy to handle they 
fairly deluged with disinfeotanta. Nino of 
tho Boldiera woro attacked by tho diseaso 
and two died — ono lioutenant and ono pri- 
vate. Tho tion belonged to tho 1st bat- 
talion King'a Own Shropshire Light Infan- 
try. They by their heroism, it is believed, 
" savod Hongkong from total annihilation." 

It is to be obsorvod that tho oloanBing 
procooa was followed almost immediately by 
an abatomont of tho disoaae. Tho death- 
rato decreased from that time forward until 
tho oity was froo from tho plaguo. The 
imagination had nothing to do with this 
case for tho Chinese wero Baved ugaiuat their 
will. As long as thoy drod they 
resisted tho sanitary officers and 
thoy oven refused to bo token to tho olean 
and well-regulatod Eoglish hospital, choos- 
ing rathor to bo treatod in tho ovor-orowdod 
und filthy native institution, whioh Boon bo- 
oamo bucIi a nuisanco that tho public sufoly 
required it to bo closed. 

It is said that dirt cannot kill • a China- 
man, but tho exporionco of tho plaguo iu 
Hongkong und other parts of China provod 



that his immunity from dirt diseases is a 
delusion. The plaguo which carried off so 
many in China a few months ago, is boyond 
doubt a dirt disease It raged most 
violently in tho filthiest parte of the city, 
and when tho dirt was removed the disease 
disappeared. Only twelvo Europeans wero 
attaokod by the diseaso in Hongkong, and 
nino of them woro [oldiers, who exposed 
themselves to I ho contagion by doing tho 
woi k of Banitary nflioora 



THE CA USE OP THE KOREAN WAR. 

Irquiry haa proved that tho invasion of 
Korea by Japan was wholly unprovoked, 
Neither China nor Korea had given tho 
O overnment of Japan tho least offence. It 
is now known that o.laborato preparations 
for tho invasion of Korea had been deliber- 
ately made by tho Japanoac. One of their 
most ominont diplomatiats wus sent to Seoul, 
Mt. Otori, where ho romaincd six months or 
so. During his residence in Korea ho saw 
the chief Japanese inhabitants and found 
out from them ull that they know about 
tho condition of the country, and ho had in- 
terviews with disaffected Koreans of high 
station and loarned what thoir grievances 
were. In fact, Mr. Otori did what could bo 
done to pavo tho wuy for tho occupation 
of Korea by tho Japanese. Besides 
this, tho Government of Jupan sont 
onginoora into tho country, who collocted 
such information about its topography, 
tho nature and diroction of tho roadB, 
and tho depth of tho rivers, the situ- 
ation of tho fords, &o., ub onablod them to 
draw maps of tho country proposed to bo 
occupied, on which ovorything ueceEaary for 
oarrying on military operations w»b accur- 
ately laid down. When tho time cams to 
invade tho country the Japanoso officers had 
ovorythfoD prepared for the uuimjucsi' of 
Korea. 

Mr. Otori continued his investigations 
and his intrigues. The country is admitted 
to bo one cf tho moat badly governed in tho 
world. Tho harshness and tho oxtortion of 
tho authorities, it is affirmed, havo taken all 
spirit and all enterprise out of tho native 
inhabitants. They aro described as being 
more dead than alive, and as living in tho 
meanest and most primitive way. Mr. 
Otori was much concerned about the condi- 
tion of the people of Korea, and requested 
tho King to send commissioners to aid him 
in devising means by whioh the country 
could bo raised from the low state 
into whioh it had fallen. Tho King, after 
some hesitation and delay, agreed to Bend 
tho commissioners, but he declined to give 
thorn power to ogroo upon anything. But 
Mr. Otori did not want a mere pow-wow 
that would decido nothing. He demanded 
that the commissioners should bo clothed 
with powers to decide upon a scheme of re- 
form. Tho King had at tho time no choice 
but to comply, and tho philanthropic Jap- 
anese minister submitted a plan to remodel 
tho Government of Korea, which he had 
prepared. Tho reforms that he proposed 
were radical, and certainly could not be oar- 
ried out without tho assistance of Korea's 
kind and disinterested neighbor. They 
wero five in numbor. Here thoy are : 

1. Tho civil Government in tho capital 
and tho provinces to bo thoroughly re- 
formed and tho departments arranged on a 
new basis under proper responsible hoada. 

12 Therosources of the country to be de- 
veloped, mine8 opened, railways constructed, 
etc 

:t Tao lawB of the country to bo radically 
reformed. 

4. Tho military establishments to be re- 
organized under competent instructors, so 
aB to render the country seauro aliko from 
internal disorder and external attack. 

5. Education to be thoroughly reformed 
on modern linos. 

It must bo remombored that Korea is an 
independent country as far as Japan ia con- 
cerned, and tho Japanese Government had 
no moro right to interfere in its domestic af- 
fairs than tho United Statoa hfta to draw up 
a reform programme f .r Canada. It, there- 
fore, does not require very doop discernment 
to Bee that Mr. Otori Intended that when 
tho reforms which ho dictated should be 
adopted with the assistano9 of Japan to 
bring every insubordinate Korean to hia 
BenBofl, Koroa would bo, to all intents 
and purposes, a provlnco of tho 
Mikado. This is evidently how tho 
Government of China regards the action 
of the Japaneso Government, and, as it con- 
siders it has a prior claim to Koro>, it is en 
doavoring to spoil Japon's littlo gumo 
Whether China will succeed or not retnalna 
to be seen. The Korean pooplo, it sooma, 
prefer the Chinoao to tho Japaneso aa pro 
toctors, but their likos and dislikes do not 
appear to bo worth considering,

CASE DISMISSED. 

Allies Woodruff Admits the Assault But Is 
Only Warned. 

Tho case of AgneB Woodruff' charged with 
common assault on Jennie Morris came up 
in the Provincial court beforo Magistrate 
Macrae yesterday afternoon. Tho case 
grew out of a row at tho driving park on 
Saturday last. The prosecuting witness, 
Jennie Morris, took the stand and proceeded 
to detail a choice conversation which had 
culminated in tho absuilc. Bad fooling had 
existed between tho two for some timo. Tho 
Woodruff woman had heon in tho habit of 
calling witness foul names whenovor they 
met. 

Counsel for tho defence moved that tho 
c ise bo dismissed as being boneath tho dig 
nity of tho court. Refused, and tho 
cross-examination proceeded. Tho charucter 
and means of livlihood of tho witness occa 
aioned some sparring which malted in theso 
points being passed over. Witness had on 
tered the saloon noar the park and was fol 
lowed by tho Woodruff woman, who, after 
some insulting language had struck tho wit 
ness. 

Freda Archibald, a companion of the last 
witneBB, was then called. Hor story wus 
practically tho same aa thatcf tho previous 
witnoss. 

Agnoss Woodruff was then called. In re 
turn for Bomo insulting languago Bho had 
boxed the ears of the prosecutrix. She had 
boon called a "nigger," Sho had at once 
struck tho prosecutrix. 

Flossie Russell was oiled for tho defence 
Sho had not aeon tho Btriking and assignod a 
totally diffbrt nt term to the uso of tho expres 
lion "nigger." 

Tho case closed hero, being practically ad. 
mittcd by tho defense hut it was again hold 
to bo a light matter unworthy of tho atten- 
tion of tho court. 

Stipt. HiiBBoy atated that Buch had boon 
Ills view of the matter at firot, but tho wo. 
man Jonnio had placed it in another light. 
From hor it would appear that tho Wood- 
ruff woman was in tho habit of abusing the 
plaintiff' und it aoomod that somo protection 
should Do given tho plaintiff ogainst thoBo 
assaults. 

The court summed the oano up; admitted 
that tho prosecutrix was as much entitled to 
proteotion as anyone, and thought that tho 
onds of justice would bo sufficiently aorvod 
if ho dismissed tho oaao warning both par- 
tics to bo moro caroful, and advising them 
to try to be good friends in tho futuro. Tho 
court thon adjourned and tho Woodruff 
woman with ft placid " 1 told you so " smilo 
drifted out.

Some of tlie Hardships, Mishaps ami 
Privations Endured by the Peary 
Expedition. 



Almost Frozen to Death— Scarcity ef 
Provisions— Promises Made Only 
to Bo Broken. 




CIVIC LETHARGY. 

To the Editor : — Are there no means 
by which the ratepayers of Victoria can bo 
roused from their culpablo apathy as to 
civic matters ? Tho very small vote on the 
water by-law is the most recont proof that 
the voters simply do not caro how muuh 
monoy is Bpent, nor in what manner. I can- 
not help thinking that if tho Colonist had, 
as it has hitherto generally done, put in re- 
minders, that ratepayers were to vote on 
that day, for or against tho water by-law, 
the resulb would have been very different. 
Another way in which the ratepayers are 
aBkod to pay for tho thousand and one ideas, 
evolved from tho brains of the Mayor and 
corporation, may bo seen in the Colonist, 
September 14, 1SQI. That anomaly the 
oity auditor is proposed by one of tho alder- 
men, aa the futuro water commissioner, 
presumably his aalary to bo raised, whilst 
in the next few lines a timid suggestion from 
another alderman that the oity surveyor's 
pay should ba out down to S100 a month 
was at? onco rejected. Cut down ! AloBt 
men would consider Buch a salary simply 
a gorgeous luxury ; how much more pay the 
oity surveyor recoive-i the Colonist history 
deolareth not. 

I havo called tho city auditor " an an- 
omoly," for the reason that ho is a paid 
officer of the city, chosen by tho Mayor and 
Corporation, and yet ho audits tho accounts 
of his patrons and brother oflioars, and 
should ho bo appointed water commissioner 
he will then havo to audit hiu own accounts. 
Are the ratepayers all blind und densely 
stupid, that they cannot see the utter ab- 
surdity of ihe wholn thing? Tho auditor 
and his accounts are doubtless above suspi- 
cion, but tho whole position is an entirely 
false ono. The salary should bo paid by tho 
city, but tho appointment of tno auditor 
ought to bo placed in tho hands of the pro- 
vincial government, bo that tho auditor 
ought to bo entirely independent of tho 
business concern whose accounts he is to 
audit. 

If tho civic chariot ia allowed to go on in 
this way, unchecked in its downward course, 
the next revolution brought forward by 
Borne prudent alderman Bliould be for tho 
"erection of a city poor houso for the relief 
of deatituto ratepayers, said poorhouso to bo 
entirely mpportod by enforced contributions 
from all the fortunato recipients of bonuses 
for tho lttBt twclvo years, and contributions 
also to ba loviod from all civic officials."

Withrow nor anything of his achemo and 
my only doairo is to call attention to tho 
trivial reaaona our aldormon glvo for acting 
as they do, Citizen.

St John's, Nlld,, Sept. IS.— A corre- 
spondent haa investigated rumora more or 
loss definite concerning hardships and mis- 
haps, and finds that tho members of tho ex- 
pedition ondured groat privations. They 
were actually compelled to oat walrua fat 
und burn part of thoir houao for fuel. A 
tidal wave in Falcon harbor last Octobor 
swopt away a largo part of Peary's stook of 
potroloum oil, which ho intended to ueo for 
fuel, having special stoves to burn it. Part 
of this stock wos afterwards recovered. But 
tho Bupply of oil waa exhausted in March, 
tho worat period of the Arctic climate. From 
that timo until August tho cooking and 
boating had to bo done with walrua and 
Boal blubber. The discomfort of this was 
accentuatod by the condition of Anniversary 
Lodge, tho house in which tho expedition 
wintered. It had a glass roof intended to 
attract tho eun'a rays, but when tho Arctic 
night camo on, this provod worso than use- 
less. It had to bo covered with boards and 
makoBhift contrivances, and after each Bnow 
storm had to work removing tho snow, 
which otberwiso would havo crushed it in. 

Tho sleeping quarters of the various mem- 
bers wore uncomfortable in the extreme, 
Bf paratod from tho liereo cold by only thin 
boards with felt oovering. The formation 
of frost on the wall after a night'o sleep waa 
some inches thick. 

When spring opened things becamo moro 
serious, Tho weather continuod unusually 
cold, and tho ico in tho bay showed no aignB 
of breaking up. Provisions were eked out 
with rations of walrua and seal fat. July 
passed, and tho unbrokou aheot of ico greet- 
ed them daily as far as tho eye could roaoh. 
Toilsome, perilous journeya wore made to 
the top of the Btoep olitl's surrounding tho 
water, and tho horizon was eagerly scanned 
for tho eight of tho Falcon, but alio camo 
not. Arrangement a wore made with a na- 
tive family to take ono each of the mombere 
of tho expedition and house and feed him 
during the next winter. The lodge waa 
abandoned, aa there waa no fuel, and waa 
partly dismantled to cook the food of tho 
party. Tho prospoota which faced theBO 
fourteen white beings, including a year old 
child, woro scarcely hotter than those which 
fecid tho ill-fated Greely expedition ten 
yoars before. Everything pointed to agruo- 
Bomo ending. Provisions were growing 
scarce, 

Ono of the pirty Bays there waa only a 
fortnight's supply left, though others think 
there waa enough to last u month. How- 
ever that may be, the cxplorera were foicod 
to eat walrus. A good supply was ciught 
on tho inland ico, but Lieut. Peary would 
not allow it to bo used unloaa actual neces- 
sity arose. Even this would have lasted 
only two or at tho most three months. Had 
tho Falcon fuilod to reach them all of Lieut. 
Peary's party would havo been compelled to 
live in Esquimaux huts and subsist on 
Esquimaux food all winter. At last, .how- 
ever, tho Bhip mado her way iuto Falcon 
harbor and danger of famino wbs removed. 
The greater number of those concerned de- 
cided to return home by her. Indeed, if 
disposed to remain, they could not have 
done so, on uccount of tho lack of provisions. 
There were other causes of dissatisfaction 
besides thoBO abovo outlined. Some assert 
that various promises of Peary's wero not 
kept. All talked with emphatically say 
they will not go north on the rolief expedi- 
tion, though somo would be willing to go 
with other expeditions. Thoso who have 
come back are, it is alleged, under contract 
not to ba interviewed or give away tho 
Becreta of tho party until fivo days after 
their arrival in Philadelphia, but thoy do 
not deny tho foregoing statements. 

METHODIST CONFERENCE.

London, Sept. IS - (Special)— Tho Moth- 
odist general conference elections, this 
morning, resulted aa followa : Dr. Carman, 
general superintendent ; Dr. Potts, educa- 
tional secretary ; Rev, H. Maiken, mission- 
ary treasurer ; Dr. Sutherland, missionary 
secretary ; Dr. W. Withrow, editor Maga- 
zine ; R"v. A. Courtier, editor of thu Guar- 
dian. Tho committee on conference boun- 
daries recommended that the work of the 
six conferences in Ontario and Quebec bo 
reconstructed and formed into five. After 
considerable debato tho report was adopted 
by the necessary two-thirds vote, the voto 
standing 107 for and 41 ugainBt.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Enable tho Corporation of- 
tho City of Victoria to ruiso tho sum 
of 8150,000 for Wator Works Pur- 
poses. 

Whereas it is oxpediont and necessary to 
raiso a Bum of money for extonding and im- 
proving tho supply of water of tho water works 
of tho City of Victoria to tho Inhabitants 
thoreof, and for that purpose to ralso by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho satd city tho sum 
of $150,000; 

And whereas It will rcquiro tho Bum of 
$7,731 to bo raised annually by ratofor tho pay- 
ment of tho now debt and interest; 

And whereas tho whole ratable land and 
Improvements or real proporty of tho said cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria, according to 
tho last revised assessment roll for tho year 
1891, Is $15,559,370.00; 

And whereas it will requlro on annual rato 
of ono half of ono mill in tho dollar for paying 
such new doht und interest; 

And whereas this By-law shall not bo altered 
or repealed except with tho consent of tho 
Lieutonant Govornor-in Council. 

Bo it tboroforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

Soc. I. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon the credit of the said Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturcs horeinnftor mentioned from 
any person or persons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate who may bo willing to advance the same 
as a loan, a sum of money not oxcooding in thJ 
whole tho sum of S150.000 currency (or sterling 
money, at the rato of 1.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cause all suma so raised 
or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Troasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with the object horcinbeforo re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall bo lawful for tbo said Mayor 
to causo any numbor of debentures to bo mado, 
executed and issued for such sums as may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
$150,000, oithor in curroncy (or sterling monoy 
nt tho rato of 1. SO 2-3 dollars to tho ono pound 
sterling) as may bo required, each of tbo said 
debentures being of tho amount of $l,0OJ or its 
sterling equivalent at tbo rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with tho 
soul of the Corporation and Bigned by tho 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. Tho said debentures shall bear dato 
tho 1st day cf October, 1831, and shall be mado 
payable in fifty yoars from tho said date at 
such place, either in Groat Britain, tho Unitod 
States of Amorica, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and Bhall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
Interest, and tho signatures to tho intoroat 
coupons may bo cither written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

Soo. 1. Tho said debentures shall bear in- 
terest at tho rato of 1J por cont, por annum 
from tho dato thoroof, which intorest shall bo 
payablo half yearly, at euch place, eithor in 
Great Britain, tho United States of Amorica, 
or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo ex- 
pressed in tho dobonturos and coupons. 

Soc. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Moyor 
to cause tho said dobonturos and tho interest 
coupons, eithor or both, to bo niGdo pnyablo at 
Buch placo, either in Groat Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
08 may bo deBired. 

Soc. 6. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain spocillc sum for tho payment of tho In- 
terest on the said dobonturos during thoir cur- 
rency, thoro shall bo raised annually tho Bum 
of $0,750, and for tho purposo of raising nnnu- 
ally a certain specific sum for the payment of 
tho debt at maturity, there shall bo raised an- 
nually the sum of $985. 

Sec. 7. Tho said annual sums in tho next pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned shall be raised 
and levied in each year by a rate suflicicnt 
therefor on all tho ratable land or Improve- 
ments or real proporty In tho Municipality of 
tho said Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during the continuance of tho said dobonturos 
or any of them. 

Sco. S. It shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chase any of the said debonturos, and Buch de- 
bentures shall be so expressed as to ontitlc tho 
said Council to redeem and purcliaso the same 
on paying tho amount thoreof and tho Intorest 
due thoron at tho dato of such purchase to tho 
holder or holders thoreof, at any timo after 
twenty-five years from the dato of issuance of 
the sni l dohenturos. 

Sec. 9, This by-law shall, beforo tho final 
passage thereof, recoivothe assontof the elec- 
tors of tho said Corporation in tho manner pro- 
vided for by the Municipal Act, 1892, and amend- 
ments thereto, and shall tako elfect on tho 1st 
day of October, 1891. 

Soo. 10. This by-law may bo cited for nil pur- 
poses as tho " Water Woika Loan By law, 1891." 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho L'7th day of 
August, 1891. 

Received tho assent of the olcctors tho 11th 
day of Septombor, 1891, 

Reconsidered and adopted and Anally passed 
the Council this 11th day of Soptomber, 1891.

not? And, furth 
more, it is jnst one of those "glittering 
generalities" that we all accept just as 
wo do silver certificates, with a politi 
pretense of crediting them at their faci 
valuation and believing them to bo "n> 
good as gold." 

I am afraid ir is rather a fad of mini 
to war against these solemn hypocrites 
of popular sayings. To tell the truth, 1 
never can see anything or anybody, 
which or who poses as being better and 
wiser than its surroundings, that I am 
not impelled to probe it to the center, 
to rub off its paint, to chip off its veneer 
and expose the "true inwardness" of its 
being. 

I have no objections to Tartars in the 
abstract, but when they prance forth 
decked in all tho ultra civilization of 
young Russia I am impelled to abrade 
the surface, just enough to let all the 
world recognize tho Tartar underneath. 

Ho, now, is Sympathy, with its pre- 
tentious great S, tho most precious balm 
for a wounded heart? 

Yes and no. 

Far be it from mo to deny that there 
are forms and measures of sympathy 
that are indeed healing and sweet, but 
how seldcu are they found! It must be 
onohtrusfX J, to begin with. Liko violets 
or lilies of the valley, it is to bo known 
more by the subtle fragranco of its shy 
presence than, like tho sunflower, by its 
breadth and iiisistoncy of form and col- 
or. 

I have had friends, and I thank God 
for thorn, even though they stand iu his 
presence and not in mine, Whoso very 
silence was the sweetest of sympathy; 
friends whose light touch never hurt 
the wound they healed; who never, by 
word or even look, suggested that there 
was a wound until I threw oft' tho cov 
ering with which we all instinctively 
cloak our hurts from the common gaze. 

A friend liko this, a friend who is 
content to prove sympathy by silence 
until the sulferer invites speech, is far 
more likely to bo admitted to tho inner- 
most chambers of tho heart than tho ouo 
who loudly knocks at tho outer door, 
clamoring: 

"Open, open ! I have como to sympa- 
thize with you!" 

For such a 0110 thero is in most outer 
doors ono of those little well grated 
wickets one sees in old convent portals, 
where, in answer to tho clamorous sum- 
mons, a pale face appears for a moment, 
and a chill, repressed voice replies: 

"Go in peace! Tho doors are locked, 
and none may pass them. " 

Thero are so many classes of these 
mistaken sympathizers! 

First, tho loud and aggressive class — 
the women who swoop down upon you 
from tho door of your own drawing 
room andfold you closoin a smothering 
embrace of fur and cloth and beads and 
chains and ribbons (I give you my word 
I have come out of such an embrace 
gasping for breath, and with a bleeding 
scratch upon my cheek), exclaiming the 
while: 

"Oh, my darling! My poor, .dear 
child! You sweet dear, how I pity you! 
My heart fairly aches for you!" 

Issuing from this embrace breathless, 
wounded, half stilled with tho heavy 
perfniiio this kind of sympathizer goner- 
ally uses, oue I<>nj,'s to cry aloud with 
the first possible breath : 

"At least, don't pity me! I can bear 
suffocation and scratches and musk, but 
" not pity!" 

Of conrs 
know what 
speaking. 

To he pitied openly and avowedly 
and to hear it sweetly is probably tho 
last test; of a saint ripe for canonization, 
but I for one have no idea of how such 
a being may feci. It is not my metier, 
and I fully believe in at least one old 
and vulgar adage, "Cobbler, stick to 
your last!" So, not claiming saintship, 
present or prospective, I am free to con- 
fess that to be pitied in the style jnsl 
specified arouses tho most murderous 
qualities of my nature, and although 
tho fotters of civilization may ohain 
both my tongue and my hands tho pity- 
ist would probably bo very much alarmed 
if she could see my heart. 

I say "she" advisedly, for I do not 
think men are prone to make this sort 
of blunder. At any rate, they do not 
wrap ouo in a voluminous and odorous 
embrace, and any movement in that di- 
rection is so promptly checked that it is 

' of small moment. Tho manner in which 
the male sympathizer most often offends 
is in imitating the bear in iEsop's fable; 
who, being very fond of the gardener, 
watched beside him while he slept. A 
mosquito buzzing about the sleeper's 
head threatened to disturb his slum 
her, whereupon tho brute of a friend, 
watching his opportunity, brought down 
a weighty paw with deadly force upon 
— the mosquito certainly, but also upon 

. the head of the beloved gardener, who 
never found words to thank his symb- 



olic doesn't say it, but wo 
tho parrot did instead of 



(hissing friend, owing to the loss of his 
brains. 

This seems tome one of tho anecdotes 
to which "haec fabula docet" may bo 
very profitably added. Did you never 
experience this kind of sympathy? 
Well, it is much after this manner: 
"You dofl't know how sorry I've been 
for you over since I heard of that fellow 
having run ott witii your mouoy" (or 
whatever tho special affliction may be, 
for I am literally supposing a case and 
never have experienced exactly this 
calamity). "How in tho world came 
jrou to trust him so much? You seo you 
are too credulous and too apt to believe 
every plausible Ho that's told you. Yon 
ought to have asked some man to loo!; 
into the thilig and advise you. How did 
it happen? Come, ti ll me all about it, 
and I will show you where the weak 
point was, so you will know better an- 
other time, you poor little woman!" 

That phrase, "Tell me all about it!" 
is one that the acceptable sympathizer 
never uses. It is as fatal to the desired 
end as it is to throw open a window and 
hurl a handful of grain at a bird which 
you wish to lure to a cage it; has desert- 
ed. The true way is to softly open the 
window, strow the grain inside where 
it is quite obvious, but may bo taken or 
left, as tho victim may choose, and then 
yourself retire out of sight. It is pretty 
sure that by this stratagem you wiil 
finally have your bird just where you 
want him, and in process of time ho 
will warble out all the secrets of hi.-, 
hoart to you. But rushing at him ami 
shouting, "Now, tell me all about it!" 
is tho very last way to win his confi- 
dence, 

Another kind of sympathizer and a 
very offensive one is the person who es- 
says to "keep up your spirits" for you 
in some season of bereavement and af- 
fliction. I once saw a friend of mino 
(not myself) driven nearly mad by this 
sort of a .Tub's comforter. She came to 
the house of mourning for a stay of 
some days and apparently had laid in a 
stock of funny stories, society gossip and 
all sorts of conundrums, epigrams and 
frivolities generally. We never sat 
down at the table but this flood was 
loosed upon us, until one day my friend 
burst into tears and left tho table, very 
greatly to the surprise of Mme. Mala- 
prop, who inqnired of everybody: 

"Why, wdiat is the matter? Did any- 
body say anything to remind her? And 
I was trying so hard to keep up her 
spirits and all!" 

I had not the courage to reply, but 
some, one else had and said in so many 
words: 

"I think it was just that. She couldn't 
stand having her spirits kept up any 
longer. " 

"Poor thing! It's too bad!" replied 
tho sympathizer complacently. "But 
she'll be all right when she's had her 
cry out, and I'll tell her the rest of that 
story when she comes down. ! There's 
nothing so bad for a person as to dwell 
upon their troubles, and I made np my 
mind when I came to do everything I 
could to distract poor Mary, and I think 
I've done it. " 

"I think yon have", "-replied the other, 
dryly. "She seemed nearly distracted 
when she left the table." 

A kindred spirit to this, but not so 
objectionable because she is not so 
funny, is tho officious sympathizer, tho 
person who insists upon distracting the 
mind of tin; sulferer by forcing all sorts 
of ordinary details upon it. If it is be- 
reavement and the comforter is a wo- 
man, she insists upon discussing tho 
mourning clothes and offering to run 
out and bring patterns, or send in some 
bonnets, or tell about the present mode 
of woaring a widow's veil. She dis- 
cusses sleeves and lias an opinion upon 
tho new skirts and absolutely drags out 
assents or dissents from the pale lips of 
the sufferer, who plaintively but quite 
uselessly declares: 

"Oh, I don't care in the least! Have 
everything that is proper and uso your 
own judgment. " 

"Now, darling, that isn't right, you 
know, " persists tho comforter. "You 
really ought to rouso yourself and take 
an interest. You will care about all this 
in a little while, and it is so much bet- 
ter to have everything right to begin 
with. " 

"Not but that I could do it all my- 
self perfectly well, " explains tho com- 
placent comforter tosomo ono else pres- 
ently, "but it is so much better that she 
should be roused, poor dear!" 
So she goes on tormenting her. 
Perhaps it is another kind of sorrow. 
It might be a woman whose husband 
has eloped with another woman. In 
this case the officious sympathizer is 
full of good advice and oilers of hoi]) in 
the way of sending telegrams, seeing 
detectives, interviewing reporters and 
l he like, all very usefnl and perhaps es- 
sential modes of service, but with this 
species of sympathizer all made very 
obvious and obtruded continually with 
the avowed object of distracting the 
mind of the sntl'erer. Ono case of this 
kind that I remember was that of adoar 
child whom a fortune hunter had delib- 
erately jilted when her father lost his 
money. The mother came to mo full of 
indignation to complain of the "imper- 
tinent interference, " as I grieve to say 
die called if, of a sympathizer who vis- 
ited her and her daughter with' the 
avowed intent ion of "doing something 
about it" herself and brought the copy 
of a letter she had already written and 
sent to the delinquent. She called, as 
she said, to comfort the poor girl with 
tho knowledge that she had at least one 
sympathizing friend who was ready anil 
anxious to do all that she could for her, 
even to going to set; the young man and 
publicly upbraiding him in tho midst 
of his family and friends. 

"And w hat did you say?" inquired 1 
when my friend had poured forth this 
remarkable story, for I felt that I best 
showed my sympathy with her mortifi- 
cation by giving her a chance to narrate 
her. successes. Nor avus I mistaken, for 
she held her head very high, and her 
eyes were very bright as she replied: 

"I said that if she really wished to 
oblige us she would do so best by re- 
maining perfectly silent and quiet about 
affairs that certainly did not in the 



least concern her. Nowsho'll go round 
and say all sorts of hateful things about 
us, but I'd rather she'd do that than 
try to sympathize." 

"Defend me from my friends, and 
I'll take care of my enemies," quoted I, 
and sho who had como to mo drowned 
in grief wont away with smiling lips, 

Thero is nothing in the world that so 
soon and so surely brings comfort to tho 
human soul as to bo placed upon good 
terms with itself. 

One more class of mistaken sympa- 
thizers is that of lugubrious ones. They 
not only ininglo their tears with yours, 
but tho torrents of their grief sweep tho 
fountains of yours quite dry and barren. 
They not only listen to your lamenta- 
tions, but go beyond them with such 
jeremiads. of woo that you leave off try- 
ing to keep up and end by feeling that 
you had not half appreciated your own 
misfortunes and listen to the new and 
enlarged version of fhemv.'ith a certain 
mournful pride and an access of self 
pity which sweeps away all tho healing 
work tame may have begun to put in. 
"Such blows as this come but onco in a 
lifetime. 1 can't wonder that you fool 
all hope of happiness is over, but you 
must remember that resignation is a 
duty. " 

You had not quite looked at tho mat- 
ter in this light before and in the depths 
of your mind are guiltily conscious of a 
certain dismay at the idea of all happi- 
ness being over, but it would not bo de- 
cent to say so, and you feel that sen- 
tence has gone forth against you, and 
your only course is to submit, so you 
murmur a mournful assent, and your 
comforter tearfully goes her way, leav- 
ing yon a good deal worse off than sho 
found you. 

I spoke but now of tho healing work 
of time, but I take it back. Time is not 
a healer. He is a destroyer. Timo is tho 
most heartless of sympathizers or com- 
forters, for he brings no thought of com- 
fort or self justification. In fact, the 
harsh and bitter and cruel points of a 
great sorrow are those that timo pre- 
serves and insists upon to tho very last. 
Some kinds — nay, I will allow all kinds 
— of grief grow less poignant after 
awhile, but it is not because time has 
healed tho wound, but becauso he has 
destroyed tho sensibility, and tho mem- 
ory, and the environment of tho sorrow. 
Ho is only kind because ho is so ruth- 
less. The best of all the sympathizers 
this world has over produced was that 
eastern sago wdio, being required by his 
king to produce a motto suited to every 
state of mind possible to humanity, 
enunciated, "This, too, will pass. "

CULD -STORAGE EATS AND CATS. 

The Fittest Survive the Arctic Temperature 
itnd Soon Develop Appropriately 
Thick Coats. 

Victoria having now cold-storago ware- 
houses of her own, tho following from the 
Pittsburgh, Pa. Dispatch will bo read with 
greater interest than it would otherwise 
command. Who knows but Victoria 
may very soon be able to enter into coni- 
petion with the larger and older cities of 
the continent in the production of cats 
and rata with coats as thick as the thick- 
est : 

"111 the cold-storage warehouses of 
Pittsburgh there were no rats ».r miet. 
The temprature in the cold rooms was too 
low. The keepers soon found, however, 
that tho rat is an animal of remarkable 
adaptability. After some of those houses 
had been in operation for a few months 
tho attendants found that rats were at 
work in the rooms where the temperature 
was constantly kept below tho freezing 
poin r . They weie found to bo clothed in 
wonderfully long and' thick fur, even 
their tapering, snakelike tails being 
covered bY a thick groath of hair. Hats 
whoso coats have adapted themselves to 
the conditions under which lliey live have 
domesticated themselves in all tho storage 
warehouses in Pittsburgh. 

"Tin? prevalence of rats in those places 
led to tho introduction of cats. Now, it 
is woll known that pussy is a lover of 
warmth and comfort. Cats, too, havo a 
great adaptability to conditions. When 
eats were turned looso in the cold rooms 
thoy pined and died because of tho ex- 
cessive cold. One cat was finally intro- 
duced into tho rooms of the Pennsylvania 
Storage Company, which was able to 
withstand the low temperature. She 
was a cat of unusually thick fur, and she 
thrived and grow fat in quarters whoro tho 
temperature was below thirty degrees. 
By careful nursing a brood of seven 
kittens was developed in this warehouse 
into sturdy, thick-furred cats that love an 
Icelandic clime. Thoy havo boon distri- 
buted among tho other cold-storage 
houses of Pittsburgh, and havo created a 
peculiar breed of cats, adapted to tho 
conditions under which they must exist 
to find their prey. 

"Thcso cats are short-tailed, chubby 
pussies, with hair as thick and full of 
under fur as the wildcats of the Canadian 
woods. One of tho remarkable things 
about them iB the dcvelopcinent of their 
'feelers. 1 Those long still' hairs that 
protrude from a cat's nose and eyebrows 
are in a domestic feline, about three 
inchos long. In tho cats cultivated in 
tho cold warehouses tho ' foolers ' grow to 
a length of fivo and six inchos. This is 
probably because the light is dim in thoso 
placos, and all movements must bo tho 
result of tho feeling souse. 

"Tho storage people say that if ono of 
these furry cats is taken into tho open 
air, particularly during a hot spoil, 
it will dio in a fow hours. It cannot on- 
duro a high temperature, and an intro- 
duction to a stovo would send it into a

Received and 
liled and a copy of tho letter ordered sent 
to tho aasignoe of Rowbotham'a eatate. 

John Haggarty'a request for an allowanco 
on hie contract at the North Ward echool 
was granted, Trusteo (Mover's motion that 
tho architect, be authorized to issue a cer- 
tificate for JlfOO being carried. 

The following letter to the Secretary from 
tho Minister of Education was read : 

Sik, — A petition had been received by tho 
Council of Public Instruction from residents 
in tho vicinity of Oak Bay, McNeill Pay 
and Foul Ray, asking for tho e stublishmcnt 
of a school to meet tho educational require- 
ment of those localities. I beg to submit 
that if the Board of Trustees establish a 
school immediately within the city limits so 
that tho wanta of all tho children in this 
neighborhood within oaBy reaoh would be 
met, the Board would draw the per 
capita grant for tho total attendance 
at this school, which would materially 
assist in meeting the outlay required. 
I havo reason to beliove that a school located 
there, just within tho city limits, would 
havo an attendance of from sixty to eighty 
pupils, and the proBpeols are that this at- 
tendance would be largely increased in a 
short time. 

It must therefore ba apparent that it iB iD 
the city's interest to meet the request for 
additional school accommodation in this 
locality. 

Allow mo to point out that unless the 
trustees take action in the matter the gov- 
ernment will consider itself called upon to 
create a new achool diBtrict adjoining the 
city limits. Should this be done tho school 
would doubtless take away a largo number 
of chi dren who are now attending the city 
schools, thus depriving tho oity of tho bene- 
fit of the per c kpita grant derivable from 
their attendance. 

In view of the above facts, I have to re- 
quest that you inform mc at its early a date 
as convenient, of tho doclaion of tho Board 
of TruBteeB in this matter, as tho parents cf 
tho children are anxiouB to have the new 
school eatablished this fall.

Principal Paul of tho High school wrote 
that if it was tho intention to teach chemis- 
try in tho High school Buitab'.o apparatus 
should bo provided. 

P.eforred to tho financo committoo to re- 
port. 

A number of wants for tho schools wore 
referrod to tho snpply committee. 

An application for tho position of teacher 
was laid on tho table. 

'Trustee Glover having cilled attention 
to tho doors at tho North Ward S';h<ol b(- 
ing hingo bound and to tho bud paint used, 
tho contructtr is to bo asked to remedy the 
defocts. 

The monthly report of attendance at the 
schools in August showed: Average daily 
attendance, 1,822 50; avcrngo actual attend-

This shows an increase of about '_'00 children 
over last year.

This is pre-eminently h railroad ai'c. 
The transition from the slower methods 
of transportation and travel, which ob- 
tained a half-century ago, and which 
was begun with many doubtful forebod- 
ings, has continued with a constant in- 
creasing by daring p*oe until within the 
last decade what had previously been 
thought impossible or problematical has 
become both possible and probable. 
There is cause for gratulation in the fact 
that in the haste of railroad building so 
few mistakes have been made. There is 
compensation, too, for the few failures ; 
and the business man of average inform- 
ation to-day is better uble to decide upon 
the practicability of a given line than 
the best informed of a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. 

The great pre-requisite oi a proposed 
line of railroad is that it will, when com- 
pleted, command a paying traflic. Semi- 
military roads of great strategic import- 
ance can alone be excepted. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway may be classed 
as it semi-military road ; and the Mother 
Country would deem it expedient to 
make up any loss which may occur in 
its operation. The proposed British 
Pacific Railway will be alirst-elass com- 
mercial road, combining all the advan- 
tages of the most prosperous lines on the 
continent. Unlike the Canadian Pacific, 
it will pass through but little country 
where it will not have a paying way- 
traffic. 

It is without any desire to draw damag- 
ing comparisons, but to state the simple 
truth, that we call attention to the fact 
that the true interests of British Colum- 
bia, except in so far as a trans-continen- 
tal railway would advance them, were 
entirely disregarded in choosing the 
route o'f the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
The rich agricultural lalids of the Pro- 
vince, largely composed of prairie whose 
produce must find a market on this 
coast, were entirely ignored. Except in 
so far as we are helped by having an out- 
let to the East without crossing the line 
into the States, and the benetit to our 
mining interests, the advantages accru- 
ing to British Columbia from the Cana- 
dian Pacific have been reduced to the 
minimum by the fact that its course 
passes through the most mountainous 
and sterile part of the Province. At a 
first glance this may be regarded as most 
unfortunate; but upon second thought 
it may be said to be not altogether with- 
out its compensation, for had the upper 
route which passes through the rich 
prairie lands of the Northwest, been 
selected by the Canadian Pacific, it is 
quite probable that rich mineral sec- 
tion of British Columbia might have been 
left for manv years without a railroad, 
and in as much as the prospects are now 
so bright for the building of the British 
Pacific, there is good reason to rejoice, 
for when this new road shall have been 
completed, all the varied and rich re- 
sources of the Province will be accom- 
modated with modern methods of con- 
veyance to their natural market in the 
coast cities. 

After traversing more than half the 
length of Vancouver Island, passing 
through its great coal fields, tapping the 
rich agricultural lands of Comox District, 
and passing through the section whose 
numerous bays and inlets promise to 
make it one of the centres of the salmon 
canning industry, the British Pacific 
will cross to the mainland about one 
hundred miles north of the City of Van- 
couver. The first hundred miles after 
radioing the mainland it will i>ass 
through a country abounding in timber 
with, valleys suited to agriculture. 
Leaving the timber of the coast region, 
•1.10 route enters an open country, ami, 
for over two hundred miles, traverses 
one of the richest prairie sections on the 
globe. This great agricultural section 
which is to pour it: products into the 
laps of British Columbia cities, while 
having all the natural advantages of the 
great prairies of the Mississippi valley, 
also possesses the additional advantage 
of being interspersed with timber suffi- 
cient for building, fencing and fuel. 

About two hundred miles northeast of 
the City of Victorin, the route enters the 
rich Cariboo District. Continuing in a 
northeasterly direction, it crosses several 
tributaries of the Eraser River; and, 
about seventy miles north of where that 
Btream enters the Lillonet District, 
crosses the Fraser itself. From the point 
of crossing the main Fraser, the r. u'.e is 
more easterly ; and at the northermost 
jioint the British Pacific will bo about 



one hundred and fifty miles north of tin; 
Canadian Pacific Railway. Other tribu- 
taries of the Fraser are followed or 
crossed after the main stream ; and the 
route crosses the Rockies and the Pro- 
vincial boundary at the Yellow Head 
Pass, and enters the Northwest Terri- 
tories a hundred miles north of Donald. 

At Yellow Head Pass the British Pa- 
cific will connect with the Manitoba and 
Northwestern Railway, which passes 
through the richest agricultural country 
in the Dominion, and has advantageous 
connections with the cities of the Atlan- 
tic coast. 

Resources of th,e Country along the Route. 

Of the valuable resources which will 
be tributary to the British Pacific, we 
are able to quote from authentic Govern- 
ment publications the following: — 

Vancouver and Other Islands.— The sub- 
merged mountain nange which lies to the 
west of the mainland, is represented by an 
archipelago of islands, gneat and small, the 
most prominent being Vancouver and the 
Queen Charlotte Islands, Of the others it 
may be briefly stated that they reproduce 
in mi nature all the physical features of the 
larger group. 

Vancouver Island occupies greater prom- 
inence than it would otherwise have done 
had it not been for two circumstances, one 
that the capital of British Columbia is sit- 
uated stpon it, the other that coal has been 
discovered and worked very extensively. 
The former is perhaps rather the effect than 
the cause of the wholesale trade of the Pro- 
vince centreing in Victoria. The Hudson 
Hay Company, driven from its post — Fort 
Vancouver— on the Columbia River, by the 
Ashburtou Treaty, which ceded the Paget 
Sound districts to the United States, chose 
Victoria as the seat of its chief trading 
station and the port of entry. Prom this 
time the city became of first importance as 
an entrepot for English trade with the in- 
terior of the Province, and, stimulated by 
the wealth derived during the gold excite- 
ment, it assumed a position which it has 
never yielded, 

The island may be described geologically, 
as a group of upturned gneissic rocks, em- 
bracing certain tertiary areas and worn 
down by glacial action, so that in one place 
extensive gravel moraines, in another beds 
of boulder clay, are to be found, while in a 
third a regular series of late sandstones al- 
ternate with the barren dill's of trap, Dp- 
011 such unpromising surface, generations 
of fir trees have nourished, and by their de- 
cay have gradually deposited a mould of 
increasing thickness sufficient to provide 
suitable ground (br other form < of vegeta- 
tion, until the country has become covered 
with a dense growth of timber varying ac- 
cording to its situation and adaptability to 
the wants of each particular kind. Thus, 
upon the ridges the pines and many species 
ot undergrowth have held their own, bust 
suited to a moderate degree of moist«re and 
the rocky subsoil. Upon the boulder clay, 
alder, poplar, and willow have contended 
successfully against die larger trees and 
where the grave) has afforded insufficient 
moisture for the conifers, the hardy but 
more slow growing oaks, which had no 
chance for existence in the dense pine for- 
ests, have gained a foot-hold, and stud level 
plains clothed with native grass. Maples 
appear to have succeeded in some places 
the burnt out pines ; indeed in time much 
the same sequence of soft aud hard timber 
might be expected on this coast as is known 
to have occurred on that of the Atlantic, 
where lirs, oaks and beeches have followed 
in successive order. 

There is much good farming land in the 
vicinity of Victoria, especially upon the 
Saanich Peninsula which trends to the 
north. Auriferous gravels have been 
worked in the neighborhood of Sooke, about 
twenty-live miles distant on the southern 
extremity of the island, but with inconsid- 
erable results. Iron ore has been discover- 
ed in the same locality in what promises to 
be profitable quantity. Victoria is connect- 
ed by the Island Railway with the coal 
fields of Nanaimo. Here and at Welling- 
ton, about live miles distont, are collieries 
which now supply the chief mineral export 
Of the Province. 

The excellence of the coal fields of British 
Columbia has obtained such wide recogni- 
tion that it is hardly necessary to refer to 
them here at any considerable length. In 
this particular respect, Nature would seem 
to have dealt iii a spirit of partiality, for 
there are no coal measures known to exist 
upon the Pacific coast to compare with 
those which are to be found within the 
borders of the Province. 

Upon Vancouver Island, the Nanaimo 
and Wellington collieries of the New Van- 
couver Coal Co. and of .Messrs. Dimsmuir 
it Sons, res|>ectively, and those of the Union 
mines at Comox, belonging to the latter 
lino, furnish a quality of coal which is able 
to hold its own in the San Prancisno mar- 
ket against all comers, notwithstanding the 
heavy duty imposed. The output of these 
mines has quadrupled in the last ten years, 
and now amounts to over a million tons 
pen annum, with every prospect of contin- 
ual inereiisc. The coal if a lirst-class bitu- 
minous coking coal, the seams being from 
six to ten feet thick. They occur in a late 
series of rock* of cretaceous formarion. 
The following is a fair average analysis: 
Fixed Carbon - - - - 04.05 
Volatile Conbustible Matter - - 28.10 
Hygroscopic Water - - - 1.1, 

Ash 0.29 

The Nanaimo coal measures cover an 
area of some two hundred square mi,es; 
those of Comox about three hundred. The 
quantity of workable coal in the latter dis- 
trict has been computed at 10,000,000 tons 
per square mile. 

The British Pacific will pass through the 
Cowichan District, an extensive fanning 
country where there arc several thriving 
settlements, thence into the Nanaimo and 
Comox districts, spoken of above The 
valley of O imox contains some of the fin- 
est agricultural lands in British Columbia, 
anil is the center of the great coal fields in 
the district. Oir the east coast lie many 
islands, the largest of which is Salt Spring. 
These islands are chiefly occupied by small 
farms ami sheep ranches. In the interior 
of the Cowichan District is the la'. " of the 
same name, on the shores of which is a 
dense growth of magnificenr timber, anil 
which is the site of an important lumber- 
ing industry. 

Vancouver Island is the largest on (he 
west coast of America, being about three 
hundred miles long, and with an average 
breadth of about fifty miles, and contains 
an estimated area ol from 12,000 to 20,000 
square miles. The coast line, move parti- 
cularly on the west side, is broken by 
numerous inlets of the sea, some of them 
Which run up to the interior of the island 
for many miles between precipitous cliffs, 
backed "by high and rugged mountains, 
which arc clothed in nr, hemlock and 
cedar. At some points are sheltered bays 
Which receive small streams, watering on 
open gladed country, having a growth of 
wild (lowers and grasses— the white clover, 
sweet grass, cowslip, wild timothy and a 
profusion of berries. The two ends of Van- 



couver Island are, comparatively speaking, 
llat, but there are mountains in the inter- 
ior ranging from O.OtKI to 8,000 feet on the 
highest ridges. The interior of the island, 
still unsettled at any distance from the sea 
coast, is largely interspersed with lakes 
and small streams. The serface is beauti- 
fully diversified by mountains, hills and 
open prairies, and on the east coast the 
soil is so good that great encouragement is 
offered to agricultural settlement. 

In other parts the soil is light and of 
little depth, but it is heavily wooded, In 
the inland lakes, and in the indentations 
of the coast, there is a plentiful supply of 
fish and a fair variety of game on shore. 

In vicinity of the proposed crossing of 
the British 'Pacific, to the mainland, iron 
ores of superior quality are met with in 
abundance, Knight's Inlet, Calvert Island, 
liedonda Island, Guilford Island, and 
other small islands being the localities of 
their known occurrence. These deposits 
all appear to present the same general lea 
tures, and, so far, have been found as con- 
contact segregations between granite and 
limestone. 

Westrqin,stor District, which the British 
Pacific route enters on crossing to the 
mainland, contains 30,000,000 acres of land, 
is practically divisible into two, the south- 
ern portion comprising the delta of the 
Fraser and the coastline up to the head of 
Jarvis Inlet, hit. 51 dec. 21 mill., and the 
northern a vast triangle of territory be- 
tween bit. 54 deg. and long. 124 mill., 
bounded by the coast, anil including the 
many large islands adjacent. 

The western part of this district is the 
principal seat of British Columbia's vast 
lumbering industry; And in it are situated 
twenty-eight of the forty'four large milis 
now being operated in the Province. The 
taily outcome of these twenty-eight mills 
is 1,208,000 feet, which is four-fifths of the 
entire product of the Province. Of the re- 
mainder Vancouver Island has eight mills 
with a daily capacity of224,000 feet. There 
are two mills in Vale District, five in 
Kootenay. two in Cariboo and One in Cas- 
siar. The large proportion produced on 
the coast is a fair indication of its relative- 
ly greater importance as regards this in- 
fustry. 

Passing from the heavily timbered re- 
dons of the coast, the route enters the 
triangle which forms the northeastern part 
of Westminster District. This section pre- 
sents characteristics identical to those of 
Yale and Lillooet. There are the same 
rolling table-lands, the same enclosed lakes 
with wooded shores or open meadows, the 
same numerous watercourses. Much of 
this land is consequently of no inconsider- 
able value, but owing to the extreme diti- 
culty in the way of communication and 
freight transport, it is only of recent years 
that any attention has been drawn to it; 
indeed it may be said to have been practi- 
cally an unknown region. '1'ravel led 
along the left bank of the Fraser, diverg- 
ing eastwards into the wealthy mining 
district of Cariboo, or from the coast to the 
far north, across the Skeena Porks and 
Babine hakes to the mountains of Omineca. 
Access from the west was hardly possible 
owing to the rugged and precipitous moun- 
tains which on all sides hemmed in the in- 
lets of the coast. Nevertheless somewhat 
glowing reports were found from time to 
time brought down by the miners ami 
traders who from some chance a r other had 
found their way accross the region. In 
1890 the present government took steps to 
verily these reports by sending an experi- 
enced surveyor, Mr. A. I.. Poudrier, who 
thoroughly explored and mapped out the 
district. 

Cariboo contains 59,250,000 acres. This 
district, which lies between hit, 52 aud tJO 
and long. 12!) and 121 deg. — the lower east- 
ern boundary line from lat. oil deg., being 
extended along the main water-shed of the 
Rockies to long. 11.S deg.— may be consid- 
ered as comprising a Pacific and an Arc- 
tic slope. 

The Pacilic slope, or surface u Inch drains 
into the Pacilic Ocean, is covered with 
broken mountain ranges, the northern- 
most masses of the Selkirks, here called 
Cariboo Mountains. West of the Fraser 
and north of the Chilcothl there is a line 
country, watered by the Blackwater, 
Nechaco and Buckley Rivers, containing 
much land suitable for agricultural pur- 
poses. This may be said to be the only ex- 
tensive tunning area hi the Pacilic portion 
of Cariboo. It is shut into the north by 
the highlands forming the Pacific Arctic 
water-shed. To the east of the Fraser, 
though there is a limited extent of good 
bench-land in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of the river and some of the lakes, 
the disi rict is pre-eminently a mining one, 

and can only be expected to support a 
large populasion by its mineral develop- 
ment: In the pasL this has not been in- 
considerable, some liftcen millions of dol- 
lars worth of gold having been washed out 
of the placer claims in the immediate 
neighborhood of Barkerville. Seeing thai 
the entire area of these claims is not more 
than a few miles ill extent, the gold Held 
Cariboo ranks for its size as one of the 
richest that has ever been discovered, At 
the present time the industry languishes, 
since the most profitable placers have been 
exhausted, aud the era of quartz milling is 
retarded for want of railway communi- 
cation. 

The country mav chiefly be described as 
a tract of mountains anil table-land, three- 
fourths of which is probably over :i,(KI0 feet 
above sea level. Little forest grows above 
this height east of a lino drawn from the 
middle of Quesnelle Lake to the head of 
Swift River, which marks the contact of 
Mesozoie rocks with the auriferous schists 
of the Selkirks. Timber is therefore found 
only in detached clumps and in sheltered 
situations. Westward the surface of the 
country is smooth and pleasing. Snow 
lies over the greater part of four months in 
the year, and Quesnelle Lake is frozen up 
from November lo March. East of Bear 
Lake valley the mountain tops are rugged, 
the line of perpetual snow being between 

7,000 and 8,000 feet above sea level.— (Bow- 
man, Geol. Sur.) 

Though much further north and upon 
the Arctic slope, the . aintry of the Peace 
River am! its tributaries has been de- 
scribed by Selwyn as "a magnificent agri- 
cultural and pastoral country " ; and again 
by Horetsky as "a very line country where 

the excellent soil and large tracts of land 
facing south oiler great facilities for farm- 
ing." 

Although ten degrees north of Ottawa, 
and 1,900 feet above sea level, in October 
the minimum thermometer registered 40 
deg., the grass was quite green, and very 
line' cauliflowers were growing uninjured 
by frost. Potatoes, turnips and barley 
were found in perfection. On the east and 
west bends id' the rivers, large tracts of nat- 
ural prairie exist with southern exposure. 
In this district, between the Parsnip and 
Pine Rivers, " the Rooky Mountains exist 
only as a broad, undulating and hilly water- 
shed."— (Selwy .) The country in cli- 
mate and fertility would " probably 
compare with Poland and the adjacent 
provinces of Russia. 

The mineral section of the Cariboo Dis- 
trict was once the richest placer ground 



ever known. For many years past the 
miners have been contending against the 
almost insuperable difficulties of transit. 
The enormous cost of conveying machinery 
and supplies to the mines has precluded 
anything approaching that development 
which might otherwise have been expected. 
Nevertheless, hull' of the entire annual gold 
crop is obtained from this source; and great 
efforts are being made to establish hydraulic 
and quartz mines on a scab; which will do 
justice to the undoubted resources of the 
District. 

We clip the following from Dr. <i. M. 
Dawson's able paper entitled " The Mineral 
Wealth of British Columbia," which was 
read before the Royal Colonial Institute on 
March 14th, 1893:— 

" Reverting for a moment to the Cariboo 
district, where such notably rich deposits 
of alluvial gold have been' found within a 
limited area, and where, very often, the. 
gold obtained has been actually mingled 
with the quartz of the parent veins, it can- 
not be doubted that these veins will before 
long be drawn upon to produce a second 
golden harvest. This district has suffered 
and still suffers from its great distance from 
efficient means of communication; but, 
notwithstanding this, praiseworthy efforts 
have already been made towards the devel- 
opment of, "quartz mining," while much 
also remains to be done ill utilizing by 
operations on a larger scale, and with better 
appliances, the less accessible deposits 
which have so far battled the efforts of the 
local miner. 

It is necessary to bear in mind that allu- 
vial gold mining or placer mining requires 
beta minimum amount 'of knowledge on 
the part of the miner, though it may call 
for much individual enterprise and effort 
when a new and difficult region is to be 
entered. Any man of ordinary intelligence 
mav soon become an expert placer miner. 
It is after all, in the main, a poor man's 
method of mining; and, asa rule, the placer 
miner lacks the knowledge as well as the 
capital necessary to enable him to under- 
take regular mining operations on veins a ml 
lodes. However promising the indications 
may be for such mining, he either does not 
appreciate them, or passes them over as 
being beyond bis experience or means-. He 
would rather travel hundreds of miles to 
test a new reported discovery, than spend a 
summer in endeavoring to trace ouf a 
quartz reef, with the uncertain prospect of 
being able to dispose of it at some later date. 

Thus, though the development of placer 
mining in British Columbia began a new 
history for that great region, raising it from 
the status of a "fur country" to that ot an 
independent colony, <and subsequently to 
that of a province of Canada, there remain- 
ed a gap to be bridged in order that the pro- 
vince should begin to realize its proper place 
among the mining regions of (he world. It 
was necessary that railways should be con- 
structed to convey machinery and carry- 
ores, as well as to bring to the metalliferous 
districts men who would not lace the hard- 
ships of pioneer travel in the mountains, 
but who are in a position to embark the 
necessary capital in promising enterprises. 

For a portion of the province, the con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacilic Railway 
has afforded these facilities, but by far the 
larger part still awaits railway communica- 
tion. Had the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
in accordance with some of the surveys 
made for it, traversed, for instance, the 
Cariboo district, there can be no doubt that 
we should have already been able to note 
great developments there. This railway 
has, however, been constructed across the 
southern portion of the province, and in its 
vicinity, and concurrently with its progress, 
new mining interests have begun to grow 
up, of which something must now be said." 

Northern ^Iberia. — This division of the 
territory contains a very large extent of 
farming land unexcelled for grain and root 
crops and vegetables by any on the conti- 
nent of America. Dive stock of all kinds is 
raised extensively, including horses of all 
grades, from heavy draught to Indian 
ponies, horned cattle, sheep, pigs and poul- 
try, including turkeys. Native horses do 
well without stabling all the year round, 
but good stock of whatever kind requires 
good treatment to bring it to its best, when 
it is most profitable. There is a varied and 
nutritive pasture during a long season in 
summer; there is an abundant BUpply of 
hay procurable for winter feeding, and an 
abundant and universally distributed water 
supply. There an- few summer or winter 
storm's. Building limber is easily procured. 
The winter climate is less severe than that 
id' the districts along the Saskatchewan fur- 
ther east on account of the Chinook winds. 
Asa consequence, a better class id" cattle 
can be raised more cheaply and with less 
danger of loss in this district than in some 
other parts. The advantages which tell so 
heavily in favor of the district for cattle 
raising tell as heavy in favor of dairying. 
There is a large How of rich milk for a long 
season, and the quality of the butter made 
here is unsurpassed. There is a nourishing 
town called Edmonton on the north bank 
of the Saskatchewan in the vicinity of the 

old Hudson's Bay Company's post, of the 

same name, and a new town called South 
Kdinonton al the terminus of the railway- 
on the south bank. Land of the very best 
quality is found on both sides of the river, 
as well as in the neighborhood of the rail- 
way stations, for over a hundred miles 
soiilh of it. Coal is mined in the banks of 
the Saskatchewan, and on the bars of the 
river a small but paying quantity of gold is 
taken out during the; summer months. So 
good is the reputation that this section of 
the country enjoys that settlement was 
made at a number of points before the rail- 
way was complete, and in 1892, when the 
road was in full operation, a more regular 
stream of settlement began. There is, how- 
ever, such ample room for choice of loca- 
tions that thousands can find room for 
selection in the free sections. This, how- 
ever, will not continue to be the case for 
many years. 

Asslnlbola.— The District of Assiniboia lies 
between the Province of Manitoba and the 
District of Alberta, and extends north from 
the International boundary lo the 52nd 
parallel of latitude, and contains an area of 
thirty-four million acres. If is divided in- 
to two great areas. Eastern Assiniboia and 
Western Assiniboia. Bach of these divis- 
ions ha:; its own pei uh u- chari: 1 1 rist l. 
the eastern portion being essentially a 
wheat-growing country, and the western 
better fitted for mixed' farming and ranch- 
ing. In Eastern Asslnlbola I be great plain 
lying south of the Qu'Appollc river and 

stretching south to the International 

boundarv, is i sidered to have the largest 

acreage of wheat land, possessing a uni- 
form character of soil, found in anyone 
tract of fertile prairie bind in the North- 
west. The eastern part of the District is 
known as the Park Country of the Cana- 
dian North- West. 

The Qu'Appelle District contains a large 
tract of excellent farming country, watered 
by the Qu'Appelle Rlvcr'and the Pishing 
Lakes, a chain of six lakes, in all about 
twenty miles long, with an average breadth 
of u little over a mile. The land is rolling 
prairie, dotted with bluffsj the sod is 
black loam and clay subsoil. The water ol

'the Brackman and Ker Milling Company 
is the most important enterprise of the 
kind in the Province. The business was 
founded in-1870 by the erection of a Hour 
mill at North Saanich. Ten years later 
the head ofiice was transferred to this 
city. Ill 1890 the Company was incorpor- 
ated, and erected a fine live story mill in 
Victoria. The main building is 00x80 feet. 
In the basement lloor is a 120 horsepower 
wheelock engine, manufactured by Goldie 
& Mc.Culloch of Gait, Ontario. The main 
shafting furnishes motive power for all the 
other machinery in the building. The 
ground lloor is titled up with five run of 
stones for grinding the different cereals. 
The second lloor is furnished with bins for 
holding the different grains, and on this 
lloor are situated the steel rollers for mak- 
ing rolled oats. The oats have to be pass- 
ed through a special process of steaming 
before being rolled, and are afterwards dried. 
On the third floor the grains are passed 
through cleaning machinery before reach- 
ing the bins on the second 'lloor. 'flic top 
lloor is fitted with machinery for operating 
the elevator and for driving the machinery 
in the cleaning machinery in the room be- 
low. The specialties produced are oatmeal 
rolled oats, split peas, pearl Barley, etc. 
In connection with the mill is a wharf .and 
all extia handling of material and products 
is avoided. 

Besides its extensive milling business, 
the Company deals in Hour, bran, hay, grain, 
meal, pearl,' barley, grass, clover, and all 
kinds of seed grain. 

It is especially worthy of note that this 
linn was awarded a gold medal for the best 
rolled oats exhibited at the late world's 
Columbian Exposition at Chicago. 

When it is generally conceded that every 
branch of trade will lie so greatly benefited 
by the building of the British Pacific Rail- 
way, comparisons are hardly in order; but 
it may be said that, Inasmuch as the road 
will pass through the great grain country 
of the Northwest, the milling Interests of 
Victoria would be greatly prospered by its 
early completion,

metropolitan airs. Mr. Saner won so 
warm a place in his employer's regard 
that ho made him his legatee, and on 
the demise of Mr. Loshe, in 1888, Mr. 
Saner became solo proprietor of the 
fa us resort. 

The Bank Exchange occupies at No. 
21) Vates and 5ii Langley streets, the first 
brick building that was erected in this 
city. A second building has been occu- 
pied, which makes the premises occupied 
bv bar room, social haft, public restaur- 
ant, banquetting room, four private din- 
ing rooms, kitchen, store rooms, etc., 
55x86 feet, oneof the buildings being two 
storeys and the other three. Tho bar is 
supplied with the choicest wines, liquors 
and cigars known to tiio commercial 
world. Tho social ball is comfortably 
furnished and artistically decorated". 
Landscape panels adorn the walls, and 
the ceiling is beautifully frescoed. The 
great attract ion of social hall is, however, 
a magnificiont non plus ultra concertina. 
Tho instrument is ol" German invention 
and make; and this one was exhibited at 
the late World's Fair, and was awarded 
the first premium and gold modal for its 
volume and sweetness of tone, its exact- 
ness of execution, and simplicity of con- 
struction. The instrument is as well a 
work of art. The wood work iH made of 
ebony, highly polished. Plate glass 
mirrors on revolving columns reflect the 
shifting lights and shades of the hall, ami 
together with a number of automaton 



figures make an animated scene. The 
repertoire of the concertino is practically 
unlimited. Mr. Sauer has now over 40 
pieces, including besides popular and 
national airs, some very fine operatic 
music. Tho main dining room adjoins 
tho social hall, and guests are often enter- 
tained at table by the music of Mozart, 
Beethoven, Handel, Hayden, and the 
modern masters of the divine art. 

Tho Bank Exchange usually haejfrom 
twenty-five to thirty regular" boarders, 
and serves from two hundred to two 
hundred and fifty meals each twenty- 
four hours. The cuisine is unsurpassed 
by any on the Pacific Coast; ami the bill 
of fare contains, besides the best of 
everything produced mi this continent, 
Cervelat wurst, Westphaliun ham, Goose 
liver pastete (SI rasshurg), breast of goose, 
roasted or sour ( Pommeranian.)

When the historian shall search the 
musty archives of city and Province, and 
overhaul forgotten invoices and records 
of commerce in quest of evidence to show 
who among the great business firms will 
have contributed most largely to build 
the city's commerce, to develope the re- 
sources of the Province, and to establish 
the financial standing of both, all that 
pertains to this firm, and especially to 
the official acts of Mr. J. H. Turner, M. 
P.P., will be studied with interest. The 
high business standing of the firm is 
amply justified by an honorable career 
extending over the grenter period o£ 
Victoria's commercial history. 

The firm is composed of Mr. J. H. 
Turner, M. P. P., and Minister of Agri- 
culture and Finance, and Mr. Lawrence 
Kirk.

the lakes and rivers is excellent, and 
stocked with fish. It is a country re- 
nowned for wild lowland other name of 
which the settlers obtain an abundant sup- 
ply for the table. 

Western, /\ssiniboia, extending to Kininvic, 
about forty miles west of Medicine J lilt , a 

town on the south branch of the Saskatche- 
wan river, is at present more occupied by 
ranchers raising cattle and sheep than by 
fanners. It is everywhere thickly covered 
with a good growth of nutritious grosses 
(the grass is usually the shortcrisp variety 
known as "Buffalo Oriiss "), v.nich In- 
comes to all appearances dry about mid- 
summer, but it is still green and growing 
at the roots, and forms excellent pasture 
both in winter and summer. A heavy 
growth of grass suitable for hey is found in 
many of the river bottoms and surround- 
ing the numerous lakes and sloughs. 
Professor Maccoun, in his exploration ol 
these hills, found that the grasses of the 
Plateau wereol the real pasturage species, 
and produced abundance of leaves, and 
Were SCI tall thai for miles at a time be had 
great difficulty in forcing his way througl 
them. Although their seeds were all ripe. 
August 11th. their leaves where quite 
green. It is amazing the rapidity will 
which the poor emaciated animals brought 
from the Past, get sleek and fat .Hi the 
buffalo grass of the plains. 

The supplv of timber on the hills is con 
siderable There is also an abundance o 
fuel of a different kind in the coal scams 
that are exposed in many of the valleys. 
Settlers in this section have thus at luiiid 
an abundant supply of timber suitable for 
house logs and lencing, and both coal and 
wooi! for fuel. 

The climate nf Western Assinibola i 
tempered by the Chinook winds, whie 
come from the I'acilic Ocean and reinov 
much of the snow that falls during two or 
three months of the year. The climate ot 
Eastern Assiniboia is much the same os 
that of Manitoba. 

Manitoba, one of the seven Provinces ot 
the Dominion of Canada, contains 116,021 
.square miles, equal to about 74,000,000 
acres. It is the eastertnost portion of the 
great prairie country of Canada, and ex- 
tends about 300 miles from East to West, 
and the southern boundary is determined 
by the 111 deg, parallel of latitude, the 
boundary line between Canada and the 
. I'nited States. It will be observed that 
Manitoba lies further south than England. 

The general features of the country is 
that of a broad rolling prairie, relieved at 
intervals by gently rising hills and numer- 
ous bluffs and lakelets. 

For purpose of description it may be 
divided into the Red Elver and Assiui- 
bnine Uiver Valleys. 

The Valley of the Red and the Assini- 
boine Rivers nre noted throughout the 
American continent for their fertility. In 
them is raised the highest grade of wheat, 
that which fetches the best price in all 
markets, and greater average yield of hard 
wheat than is produced in any other coun- 
try. Oats and barley grow in equal pro- 
fusion ; roots generally grow to the largest 
attainable size* and have carried oil' prize 
after prize at agricultural exhibitions, and 
the native grasses of Manitoba are equalled 
by those ol few places in the world and ex- 
celled DV none. It is a healthy county for 
stock of all kinds, and mixed farming, as 
distinguished from wheat growing, is 
found to be the most paying method, 

The seasons in Manitoba are well mark- 
ed. The summer months have bright, 
clear, and often very warm weather; but 
the nights are cool. The days are very 
long oil account of the high latitude, and 
grain has some hours more each day for 
ripening than in southerly latitudes, thus 
making up for the compatively shorter 
season. Harvesting begins about the mid- 
dle of August and ends early in September, 
all the grain coming pretty well together. 
The autumn mouths are considered the 
finest of the year. The atmosphere is 
serene and free from moisture, frequently 
for periods of several weeks. 

That the winter is cold, there is no doubt, 
but the atmosphere is bouyant, the sun 
shines almost every day, and when it is 
very cold there is seldom any wind; the 
air'is extremely bracing and health-giving. 

The dryness of the air is the secret of the 
degree of comfort experienced even when 
the mercury is very low. for that sensation 
of penetrating chill, which makes the cold 
weather of coast regions so severe, is not 
felt. Snow never falls to a great depth, 
and the railway trains across the plains 
have never been seriously impeded by it. 
As this snow is perfectly dry, a person 
never has wet or soaked clothing by it. 
Men travel with teams everywhere, taking 
their grain to market, hauling fuel, build- 
ing ami fencing material, and doing nil 
their work. Stock will live out of doors, so 
far as the cold is concerned, but require to 
be fed with hay. They should, however, be 
housed at night. Every one unites in testi- 
fying to the nealthfulness of the country. 
Ploughing is generally in the early part of 
April, though much of the laud is usually 
ploughed in the preceding autumn. The 
.^now disappears rapidly and the ground 
dries quickly. Winter closes promptly 
and decisively. Sowing is done during al- 
most the whole of April, and is finished 
early in May. 

'fhe space' devoted to so thorough a de- 
scription of the country through which the 
western part of the British Pacific Railway 
will pass is amply justified, nol only be- 
cause of the manifold resources and the 
little general knowledge of the greater part 
of the country described, but as well be- 
cause of the fact that the products of this 
vasl region will, on the completion of the 
road, find their natural market in the I'a- 
cilic coast cities or through the port of 
Victoria to foreign Countries. 

It is sufficient for the purposes of this 
Article to have traced the proposed route of 
the British Pacific Railway as far east as 
Winnipeg.

THE LEGITIMATE CONSEQUENCE 
The consequence of this was an 



spon- 
sion of traiie, which, tor its steady and sub- 
stantial character is unrivalled by compar- 
ison. The total trade in 1867 was $130,000,- 
000, in 1892 it was *240,000,000, and to-day 
the trade of Canada has overtopped its re- 
cord and this despite the fact that universal 
depression has reigned for a recent period 
during which the trade of nearly every 
other country lias seriously diminished. 

Revenue rose from $14,000,000 in 1808 to 
$37,000,000 in 1892. 

Canada in that t ime has spanned the con- 
tinent with a railway and provided a net-

sources, and especially on and 
the route of the proposed l!i 
Railway, and the comparative importance 
of this i-oad to the Province and the Domin- 
ion, it is pertinent to refer somewhat in de- 
tail lo Canada's previous expenditures for 
works of development which have contri- 
buted to her greatness. 

'fhe Government of Canada lent the 
Grand Trunk something over $1.VKJO,IK>0, 
which with interest now amounts to over 
$25,000,000; the Intercolonial Railway cast 
•about $r>. r i,iKKj,(iO0; the Prince Edward Is- 
land about $3,750,000; the Canadian Pacific 
and Branchesabout $03,600,000: the Canada 
Central about * I ,, r >2. r >,(X)0 ; other railways 
about $7,000,000; which up to the end of 
1S!il' amounted to $155,755,1100; the Canals 
have cost over $70,000,000: Public Workti 
$50,000,000; total $276,766,000. < if this sum 
$190,000,000 is credited or rather debited to 
Capital account since Confederation. 

VVhen we add to this vast sum what was 
spent for steamship subsidies and in other 
ways intended to develop the latent re- 
sources of half a continent and for the pur- 
pose, as one writer expressed it, of over- 
coming tin' physical barriers to communi- 
cation and of weldingaseries of disconnect- 
ed provinces into a compact whole, we can 
best appreciate the wisdom of a policy Of 
expenditure which, though it brought the 
gross debt of Canada from $93,000,000 in 
1*7, to $296,000,000 in 1892, and the net debt 
;from $70,000,000 to $1M 1,000 ,0m I in the same 
time, or in other words was trebled In 
twenty-live years; on the other hand it 
trebled the assets, and advanced the credit 
id' the country, so that while the debt 



work of railways for the people. She has 
created the most gigantic system of canals 
in the world; and she 111 
steamship lines, diverting trade of the 
world through her territory and opening 
up vast possibilities for her future in this 
respect. 

All this has been accomplished as the re- 
sult of a wise and statesmanlike and far- 
seeing policy of public expenditure. Can- 
ada has sown liberally that she might reap 
plentifully. 

Her public debt, now that she has prac- 
tically completed those great public works 
of necessity, lias reached a point ol equili- 
brium from which it will recede, while her 
soiirces of revenue will expand more and 
more rapidly as the problem of develop- 
ment works itself out more and more fully. 

The circumstances which affect Canada 
in a large way affect British Columbia in a 
proportionately smaller way, only that 
the physical conditions— of natural bar- 
riers to development — are more pronounced 
in the latter case. British Columbia has, 
comparatively speaking, a harder problem 
of success to solve, ami therefore the moral 
of the conditions and events out of which 
were evolved great results in Canada, ap- 
plies with greater force in this Province. 

In proportion to our means and popula- 
tions, British Columbia has a greater task 
in order to meet the requirements of de- 
velopment than Canada had. 'fhe ex- 
tensive urea of the country, the long dis- 
tances Intervening between settlements, 
the rugged exterior of the Province and 
the munv other well known obstacles to 
surmount in the way of communication, 
nil render the expenditure of large sums of 
money absolutely necessary to effect the 
desired ends— settlement, intercommuni- 
cation and development of industry. Hit 
were not known that the Province was 
abundant in resources from end to end, the 
( iovcrninent would not he justified in enter- 
ing upon a policy of opening it up. But 
our great, varied riches concede, to reach 
and develop them, we must have railways, 
roads, bridges, schools and all other facili- 
ties which modern requirements demand. 
We must stop or go ahead. 
Above all the necessity of this new coun- 
try is railways. In a country where rail- 
way construction is difficult, population 
small, home trade limited, and returns 
largely in the future, capital will not un- 
aided undertake what we have not suffici- 
ent faith to undertake ourselves. In no 
country lias investment in railways proved 
fairly remunerative. Experience extend- 
i ng over a number of years has proved this. 
Only India and Germany, with dense popu- 
lations, can earn over") percent, in capital, 
the average being 3J-J percent. There are 
thirteen countries earning over the average 
and eleven less than the average. What, 
then, mav be expected in British Columbia? 
In the United Kingdom the interest on 
railway capital has varied in thirty-live 
years from 3.7 per cent, to 4.1 percent., and 
that with a population of 35,000,000. 

There is only one course open in order to 
secure and advance railways, and that is to 
assume burdens of debt and look for in- 
direct returns in the increase of revenue 
and population. 

We may witness the direct and unmis- 
takable results of building a railroad into 
an almost entirely unsettled country by 
looking at the Districts of West Kooteuay 
and Vale. Five years ago the greater part 
if these two districts was wilderness. to- 
day, as a result of the several railways that 
have recently been constructed, we 'find a 
number of budding and promising towns 
and a rapidly growing and sturdy popula- 
tion of about 10,000. numerous mining 
amps, largo quantities of ore being ship- 
ped and all evidences of a growing com- 
munity, with prospects of being second to 
none in importance in the Province. 

A'hen we consider the stimulating effects 
railways in these districts and in regard 
Vancouver, Victoria, Westminster and 
Nanaimo during the past five or six years 
we may easily judge of what the projected 
enterprise in regard to the northern por- 
tion uf the Province will do. 

We nre all here because we are sanguine 
f the future. If we do not believe t hat 
what is necessary to accomplish our hopes 
isible and possible, then we had better 
organize u general exodus. 

If the people of the Province are not to 
be inspired by the example and success of 
the Dominion in carrying out the greatest 
tern of public works in proportion to 
population the world ever knew, and 
in the face of tremendous financial and 
physical difficulties, then there is but one 
of two conclusions to arrive at : either that 
the Province is not worthy of the effort or 
that the people are not worthy of the 
Province. "

The enterprise was estab- 
lished by Mr. Andrew Gray, a skilled 
and experienced machinist and business 
man, in association with the late Mr. 
Joseph Spratt. In 1889, Mr, A. K. 
Munro, a gentleman -well known in busi- 
ness and financial circles and for sixteen 
years connected with the Bank of British 
North America, purchased an interest in 
the business; and, notwithstanding the 
house name remains Spratt it Gray, 
retains u partnership interest. 

Besides carrying in stock a good assort- 
ment of machinery, fittings and supplies 
of all kinds used in the various industries 
of the Province, the firm are agents for 
the Bertram Engine Works Co., of To- 
ronto; for the celebrated " Penberthy " 
injectors; for Leonard it Ellis' " Valvo- 
line " cylinder and machinery oils;

Prom its estab- 
lishment in 1859, this house has carried one 
ot the largest stocks of ship hardware and 
ship chandlery in Victoria or the North 
Pacific Coast. "The business has grown with 
the development of Victoria's trade, and is 
still a leader in its line.

In addition to the 
Company's Inrj^e local trade, its mill is 
the only one in Victoria doing a large 
export trade. 

The oriuinal mill was built by Jlr. W. 
P. Sayward, about twenty years ago, and 
has been enlarged from time to time to 
meet the requirements of the business. 
In 1892, the entire plant, together with 
wharves, extensive timber limits, log- 
ging outfits, etc., etc., was purchased by 
the stock company composed of and 
directed by prominent mill men of 
British Columbia, and the State of 
Washington. In honor of Mr.. Sayward, 
who was a pioneer in the lumber busi- 
ness of British Columbia, and a man of 
exceptional force of character, the Com- 
pany took his name. 

The capital stock of the Company is 
placed at $500 ,000, which, considering the 
size and value of the manufacturing 
plant, the valuable city and water front 
property it comprises, and the MO, 000 
acres of" timber owned by the Company, 
appears a modest sum. 

The otlicers of the Company are P. A. 
Paulson, President; W. J. Taylor, Sec- 
retary; T. C. Schemerhorn, Manager; 
and Henry Dunn, Treasurer. 

Mr. Paulson, who is now a resident of 
Victoria, formerly lived on the Sound, 
where he still has extensive mill inter- 
ests. Mr.Tavlor is a member of the well 
known firm of Kberts & Taylor, of this 
city. Mr. Dunn is n prominent capital- 
ist and business man of Tacoma; while 
Mr. Schemerhorn is a resident of Vic- 
toria, and one of the most prominent 
mill men of the Province. 

Since coming into the possession of the 
Company, there has been a gradual over- 
hauling of the mills and a modernizing 
of the machinery with a view of making 
the mills the most perfect in labor saving 
machinery in the Province. In the 
Company's export trade, it is realized 
that it must be done, not only by com- 
peting with the mills on the mainland 
of British Columbia, but, as well, with 
the mills of Puget Sound, Gray's Harbor 
and the Columbia. It is the purpose of 
the Company to so perfect the mills with 
all modern appliances and machinery 
that the cost of manufacturing will be 
reduced to the minimum, and that coin- 
petioii need not be feared either in its 
local or export trade. 

The Company manufactures rough and 
dressed lumber of all kinds from iir, 
cedar and spruce. The Company does 
its own logging, and in all departments 
of the mills, logging camp, rafting, etc., 
about one hundred men are usually em- 
ployed. The capacity of the mills, 
while not the greatest in the Province, 
is sufficient to produce 50,000 feet of 
lumber in a ten hours working day. 
The Company bus one steamer, the 
"Hope," employed in towing logs and 
lumber vessels. The situation of the 
mills, on the water front at Kock Bay, 
is alike favorable for the accommodation 
of the local trade, and for loading vessels 
for foreign shipment. The office is at 
the mills on Store street, adjoining the 
Victoria Electric Railway power house.

This brewery was established in 1888, and 
is the only ale brewing plant in the Pro- 
vince, [n 1892, facilities for brewing lager 
beer were added; and the combined plant is 
now one of the most complete in the Pro- 
vince. Among the most important business 
changes that have taken place in Victoria 
during the present year, is the purchase of 
this brewery by Messrs. O'Brien it Varrel- 
man. who will henceforth operate it as the 
Excelsior Brewery. 

Mr, Varrelnian is a skilled ami experienc- 
ed German brewer, who came here in 18!H 
to take charge of the Phoenix Brewery of 
this city, for which he was brewmaster 
until the change.of ownership of that estab- 
lishment. He lias been connected with 
some of the largest breweries of the Past; 
and immediately previous to coming to 
British Columbia, was for some years brew- 
master for the Staten Island Brewing Co.. 
of New York city. Mr. Varrelmali will act 
as brewmaster lor the Kxcelsior Brewery, 
and his first brew, which is just out, is 
quite up to his usual high standard. 

It is not necessary that the writer should 
pen any ecomhim to Mr. Steve O'Brien. 
Few men in Victoria are better known or 
have a greater number of friends than he. 
He has been a resident of the city for ten 
years. He is thoroughly identified with 
the interests of Victoria and British Colum- 
bia; and besides being a large real estate 
owner, is proprietor of " The Grotto," one 
of the most popular resorts in the city. 

His worthy of note that the Kxcelsior 
Brewery is in all respects, except in dimen- 
sions and capacity, a counterpart of the 
great modern breweries of the east. Its ex- 
tensive cellars for storing beer are equal in 
dimensions to two or three storeys of an 
averaged sized building; while the capacity 
for production is 1,500 barrels per month. 
Of this large output, about one-half is 
bottled by the brewer's own bottling works, 
and the other half sold in wood, The cel- 
lars ars kept at a low temperature by an 
unproved cold storage system; anil a com- 
plete five-ton ice machine forms part of the 
plant. The brewery is now run to about 
one-half its full capacity. The product will 
all be Bold under the '"Excelsior" brand, 
ami wili include Kxcelsior Export Pager, 
Kxcelsior English Ale. and Excelsior Stout, 

The Excelsior Brewery is located at Vic- 
toria Westj and uses only Esquimalt water, 
which Mr. Varrelnian says is very prefer- 
able for brewing purposes. British Colum- 
bia hops are also complimented; and, as 
may be supposed, all the hops used by the 
Excelsior are British Columbia grown" 

The new linn employs about twenty 
operatives in all departments. The brewery 
is large and complete; and the policy of the 
management will be to increase its capacity 
to meet all the demands of the more exten- 
sive patronage which is sure to come to it 
tunicr the proprietorship of so able and 
popular a business man as Mr. O'Brien, 
and so competent and experienced a brewer 
iis Mr. Varrelmann.

Vic- 
toria and British Columbia are fortunate, 
not only in having a cold storage and freez- 
ing plan! i if large dimensions and capacity, 
but as well one possessing all of the latest 
and most approved facilities lor handling 
and storing perishable products of our own 
ami foreign hinds. 

.Much as .Messrs. it. Dunsmuir .t Sons 
have done in the development of British 
Columbia's resources, trade and commerce: 
and the firm name has been connected 
with all public undertakings, and many 
private enterprises, in this city and Pro- 
vince lor a quarter of a century, it is not 
too much to say that in no instance has 
there been manifested a better understand- 
ing of the imperative needs of the eity's 
trade and commerce Hum in the erection 
of the large cold storage and freezing plant 
which the linn has just completed.

Amongst these is the impetus which 
will be (jiven to the development of our 
deep sea fisheries, as the product thereof 
Will shortly he capable of being preserved 
and forwarded fresh to the markets of East- 
ern Canada, the United States, the Sand- 
wich Islands, Australia, and elsewhere. 
The Australian fresh meat and fruit trade 
will also be capable of being extended to 
the full extent of the requirements of the 
consumption. 

The facilities furnished by cold storage 
will also increase our trade with the East- 
ern Provinces in perishable articles, such 
as poultry, game, butter, eggs, cheese, etc. 

Cold storage will be a boon to fur dealers, 
and especially to the fur seal trade, as both 
dry and suited furs can thereby be safely 
held over for a profitable market. The 
coki storage enterprise will render the beef 
supply uniform and continuous, to the 
mutual advantage of the stock-raiser and 
the consumer, as it will enable the cattle to 
be brought to the market in prime condi- 
tion in the autumn, and will obviate the 
necessity of their being carried over ex- 
treme cold winters, with consequent loss 
therefrom." 

The cold storage warehouse itself is a 
massive structure built of stone and brick, 
with walls two feet in thickness, and three 
stories high. The several stories are divided 
into rooms of varying sizes, all piped ap- 
propriately for the uses for which they are 
designed. ' The building being situated near 
the railway station and the docks, its posi- 
tion is the finest in Victoria for the pur- 
poses required. Access is had to two 
stories with wagons anil trucks; and the 
cost of handling products to be stored is 
reduced to the minimum. As the business 
increases new rooms will be built in the 
existing cold storage building, and in the 
large three storey brick building adjoining 
lately known as the Jnnion hotel, 

The plant for refrigerating and ice mak- 
ing purposes consists of two multitubular 
boilers, each of one hundred horse power, 
with brick smokestack seventy-live feet 
high. The system Used for cooling the 
rooms and ice making is the ammonia- 
brine process. This is better for the pur- 
pose than the pure ammonia system, as in 
case of leaks in the cold storage pines with 
the latter system goods are liable to be 
damaged,* but with the former process, in 
which the brine, previously cooled by am- 
monia, is pumped through the pipes, no 
damage '-in be done through leakage in the 
pines. 

Preparations have already been made for 
doubling this plant as soon as the demand 
arises. Ice will be manufactured from wa- 
ter purchased from the Esquimalt Water 
Works Co., and afterwards distilled by 
means of an apparatus of the latest kind, 
and not by one of the so-called distilling 
plants which are sometimes used. This 
w ill insure pure ice being supplied to the 
public, 

Hydrox, a redistilled water, will also be 
manufactured. This class of drinking wa- 
ter is largely used in Chicago and several 
other Eastern cities, and finds a ready sale, 
as it is absolutely free from ail vegetable 
and mineral contaminations. 

The completion of this necessary modern 
adjunct of trade and commerce could hardly 
have been more opportune The removal of 
from the tariff of fresh and frozen lish by the 
United States Con gross in the bill just passed 
affords an opportunity for the development 
of our deep sea fisheries, which we have 
never previously had. A recent contributor 
to the Colonist, among other prominent 
truths said: " It is a fact that our halibut is 
much better than the North Sea halibut on 
British Coast. Here you have a splendid 
cold storage, capable Oi freezing some two 
hundred tons of lish. Alter freezing, they 
can he packed or shipped on board Australia 
or China boats at a very little expense by 
water, and so save the carting down to tin- 
outer wharf. You will find a ready market 
in the States for fresh lish." We may add 
to the above that a very large trade in" fresh 
and frozen lish, has within the last three 
years built up by Seattle. Over live hund- 
red fishermen are employed; and, if report 
speaks true, many of t hem come into British 
Columbia waters to lish. With the cold 
storage and freezing plant and the tariff 
having been removed, Victoria can compete 
for this trade, and supply lish to all the 
great cities of the United States. 

The completion of this plant has been 
anxiously looked for by the producers and 
shippers of both this and other sections. 
From the number of inquiries that have 
come in during the summer, business will 
no doubt he brisk from the start. Mr. 
Henry Croft, the superintendent, has been 
in correspondence with shippers for some 
time, and has met with the most encourag- 
ing responses. The new cold storage and 
ice works adds to the industries of Victoria 
one of the most valuable in her history, and 
something which will contribute materially 
to her claims as a first-class port and distri- 
buting point.
